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OUR OFFICERS AS ADMINISTRATORS. 

Some of the persons who do not think that the Army 
should be allowed to speak to Congress and the. people 
upon matters pertaining to national defense and world 
politics take the "ground that Army officers are fighters 
and nothing else. As we pointed out last week, they 
consider that an Army officer’s duties consist of drill- 
ing, study of military affairs and fighting, when re- 
quired. For the rest, Army oflicers know nothing, and 
are not to be classed with civilians as competent critics 
of affairs—even their own affairs. Yet it is to be sup- 
posed that these persons read the newspapers, which 
some of them edit. They must have seen the repeated 
instances of Army and Navy officers, too, being called 
upon to handle tense international crises, complex, 
crammed with dynamite, which have nothing to do with 
the actual business of fighting. Two instances of re- 
cent date come to mind as we write. Rear Admiral 
Caperton, commander of the Cruiser Division of the 
Atlantic Fleet, has been saddled with one of the most 
difficult and disagreeable administrative jobs in Hayti 
which has ever fallen to the lot of an American official. 
The only recent job which we can recall which rivals it 
is that handled in equally satisfactory manner by Major 
General Funston at Vera Cruz. 

Admiral Caperton was called upon to occupy and 
pacify a rough, intensely hostile country, without mod- 
ern means of communication, and in the face of an 
alien population, naturally suspicious and very largely 
in arms against him. For this purpose he was sup- 
plied with a force of men ridiculously inadequate, had 
it not been for the moral ascendancy they speedily 
gained over the natives. In face of these conditions, he 
was able to extend American influence throughout the 
country; to defeat, with the minimum loss of life, large 
bodies of rebels fighting in rugged country familiar to 
them and favorable to guerrilla warfare; and to in- 
augurate essential sanitary and administrative reforms 
in the towns and cities he occupied. Finally, he was 
able to impress upon the nominal rulers of this country 
the need for complying with the requirements of the 
United States. The net result of his campaign has been 
the solution, at a surprisingly small cost in life and 
money, of a problem which has been impending over us 
for more than a century; and the most important in- 
direct result, probably, will be the carrying of civiliza- 
tion to a people who were rapidly slipping back into 
barbarism. All this Admiral Caperton accomplished, 
not by the methods of the fighter—for had he adopted 
such tactics he must have ridden rough-shod over the 
Haytians and subdued them by positive physical con- 
quest—but by the arts of diplomacy. When the Haytians 
struck him, he struck back, hard enough to convince 
them of the folly of their conduct. But otherwise he 
treated them amicably, sought to adjust his course of 
conduct to their prejudices and won them by friendli- 
ness and consideration. To be sure, Rear Admiral 
Caperton is not paid for this kind of work. But then 
no pay would be sufficient to recompense successful 
handling of such an undertaking. It is a debt which 
ean be discharged only by the gratitude of posterity. 

Let us consider also the achievement of General Funs- 
ton. in some ways even more striking. He was sent to 
occupy Vera Cruz after it had been seized by force of 
Funston himself—thought this was

a prelude to an invasion of Mexico, to actual war. But 
this was not the case. The Administration drew back 
timidly before the consequences it faced, and resolved to 
stand on the ground won. Funston was compelled to 
sit idly in Vera Cruz, an unhealthy, dirty tropical city, 





irritated constantly by the Mexicans and never allowed 
to strike back. The population of the captured port saw 
him arrive with loathing and hatred; they wept to see 
him depart. Why? Because General Funston upheld 
the traditions of the Service in extra-service work. He 
played the diplomat, the builder. He found Vera Cruz 
unhealthy, untidy, bankrupt, ridden with fears of revo- 
lutionaries and dictators. He left it a model American 
town, tidy, sanitary, well-organized, its merchants con- 
tented and doing a flourishing business. The Mexicans 
actually petitioned that the American troops be left 
with them. Was this fighting? Decidedly not, for 
Funston was not even allowed to retaliate when his own 
men were shot. It was diplomacy. Just the same sort 
of brave, high-chinned Service diplomacy that has held 
the Rio Grande these last few years against Mexican 
banditti, helpless to resist forcibly, allowed only to 
demonstrate the stern courage of morale. 

And yet civilian experts tell us that Army and Navy 
officers should not be allowed to interfere in anything 
except Service work! The question would seem to be: 
What is Service work? A high-ranking officer cannot, 
if he hopes for substantial success, be merely a fighting 
man. He must be a legal expert, an administrator, 
something of a sanitarian, a linguist, a teacher—and, 
above all, a diplomat. Epecially, if he seeks to get any- 
thing from Congress.

CONDITIONS IN BRITISH INDIA. 

It is stated in official quarters in London that there 
is nothing to be added to Premier Asquith’s announce- 
ment that Lord Kitchener had left England to “survey 
at close quarters and in intimate conference with the 
representatives of our allies the whole situation in the 
eastern theater.” The widely published report that 
Kitchener has gone to the East to suppress a revolution 
in India was without foundation, it was stated, and it 
was said that it probably originated in Germany. The 
report now denied stated that Lord Kitchener’s visit 
to the Near Eastern field of operations will be followed 
by a trip to India, and that the British government is 
apprehensive of revolutionary outbreaks there, following 
upon the reported dethronement of the Nizam of Hydera- 
bad, the premier native prince of India and a well proved 
friend of the British Raj. 

There may be unrest in British India as a result of 
the European war, although available signs, estimated 
conservatively, indicate rather that the troubles so far 
encountered have been simple products of the vague, 
stirring restlessness which animated the Bengali races 
during the past generation—that, and the natural pro- 
pensity of the warlike tribes of the northwest frontier 
to take advantage of any preoccupation of the British 
Raj in other quarters to indulge their favorite pastime 
of looting and murdering the helpless villagers of neigh- 
boring and less ruthless tracts. But in light of the 
statements made by representatives of the government 
in the House of Commons it would appear that there has 
been no want of support for Great Britain from the 
native chiefs, who, after all, in 2 country of absolute 
government such as India, are the dominant factors. 
Those chiefs who have not actually gone to one or other 
of the fronts at their own petitions have made handsome 
contributions to the government funds, and their native 
contingents are fighting side by side with white troops 
in Gallipoli, France, Egypt, Arabia and the foothills of 
the Himalayas and the Hindu Kush. Nor have all the 
tribes of the Afghan frontier proved troublesome. The 
Khyber tribes, in their time as restless as any, have 
offered a contingent; the Dalai Lama of Tibet has offered 
1,000 soldiers; the Amir of Afghanistan has given marked 
proofs of friendship of an effective kind; while the minor 
chiefs of Baluchistan, Koweit and Bahrein have sent in 
troops and subscriptions of their own accord. All this, 
of course, is not so much a reflection of a lively sense of 
allegiance to the Raj, but evidence of a vivid recollection 
of the achievements of Roberts, Napier, Hodson, Outram, 
the Goughs and others, who, like the well nigh fabulous 
Nicholson, live in native Indian song and story far more 
vitally than in the annals of the land that really owned 
them. 

This lends interest to the speech delivered by Sir M. 
O'Dwyer, Lieutenant Governor of the Punjab, at the 
meeting of the Punjab Legislative Council at Simla 
on Sept. 25, which the Civil and Military Gazette of 
Lahore reports. The Lieutenant Governor referred at 
length to the revolutionary outbreaks which had occurred 
in the Punjab last spring and traced their inception to 
the return of emigrants who were refused admission 
to Canada on the seore of their color, rather than to 
German agency. Of course, after the war began the 
agitators who built up the movement were quick to seize 
advantage of the preoccupation of the British authorities 
and their activities redoubled. So far, said Sir M. 
O'Dwyer, some 800 of those concerned had been im- 
prisoned, many of them for nothing more than the 
sporadic dacoity which is continually cropping out all 
over India. As contrasted with this disturbance, now 
well in hand, the Lieutenant Governor cited the remark- 
able assistance rendered by the Indian army to the Raj. 
His figures, which we believe are the first to reach this 
country, estimate the number of Indian troops sent 
overseas at 150,000, while from the beginning of the war 
up to the end of last August, that is, within a year, 
89,000 recruits had been added to the army, and of these 
11,000 were Ghurkas raised outside of India proper, and 
44,000 of the remaining 78,000 came from the Punjab, 
fifty-six per cent. of the total for British India. Well 
might Sir M. O’Dwyer say: “Gentlemen, we have good 





reason to be proud of what our Punjab troops are doing 
against our enemy all over the world. We have equal 
reason to be proud of the splendid spirit the fighting 
races of the Punjab are showing in coming forward to 
fill the gaps caused by the war.” 

Of the revolutionary outbreak in southwest Punjab 
last spring, he said: “How far there-was communication 
between the revolutionists and foreign enemies of His 
Majesty we are unable to say. What we can say with 
certainty is that there are indications, which point to 
the suggestion that there was some understanding, that 
some assistance was rendered by individual Germans, and 
that the revolutionists considered themselves as in league 
with the German enemies of the King-Emperor.” The 
Lieutenant Governor read a long list of crimes and dis- 
turbances incidental to the outbreak, in every one of 
which, apparently, the animosity of rejected emigrants 
from Canada had been turned to good account by the 
agitators behind the plot. It would be impossible to go 
at length into the list, which comprises some scores 
of connected and semi-connected crimes, but we may 
cite as an instance the principal crime of all, which has 
become famous in India as the Lahore Conspiracy Case. 
In this case alone fifty-seven persons were convicted by 
the tribunal, twenty-four being sentenced to death and 
twenty-seven to transportation for life. Of the convicted 
thirty-six were returned emigrants, which may be sup- 
posed from a general perusal of the statistics of the 
outbreak to represent a fair proportion. As might be 
expected, the British authorities have repressed the 
plotters with ruthless determination, and the death 
penalty was freely administered, particularly as in many 
instances the revolutionists—if the term deserves to be 
applied to them—had shown great cruelty and thievery 
toward their own countrymen. Prominent in the list 
of crimes are several of a pseudo-military character, an 
attack on a military bridge guard near Amritsar, in which 
two soldiers were killed; and an incipient mutiny in the 
23d Cavalry, which resulted in a court-martial sentencing 
twelve men to be hanged, five to transportation for life 
and one to transportation for ten years. In this case, 
as in the attack upon the bridge guard—which also 
resulted in the hanging of five men—returned emigrants 
were prominent. 

In fact, the general conclusion reached after a study 
of the available evidence is that India’s troubles have 
sprung from the readiness of a small lawless element to 
seize what they deemed a_ favorable opportunity for 
looting and killing, their efforts being supplemented by 
a number of men who honestly thought they had a 
grievance against the British Raj. But of any revolu- 
tionary movement upon a broad scale or of anything 
approaching a conspiracy of Mohammedans to overthrow 
the British government there is not a sign. It might 
be well, in this regard, to point out that the Moham- 
medans of India number only about one-fifth of the 
population. The Nizam of Hyderabad, reported de- 
throned by his people, is a Mohammedan, but ninety 
per cent. of his subjects are Hindus.

Despairing of being able to secure a sufficient number 
of qualified aviators from the commissioned officers of 
the Navy, Secretary of the Navy Daniels is seriously 
considering a plan by which civilian aviators can be 
commissioned in the Navy. The Secretary is of the 
opinion that some of the crack aviators of the country 
would accept commissions in the Navy if given the 
opportunity. With all the extra inducements that have 
been offered to Navy officers only eighteen have qualified 
as aviators; aviation service does not appear to be very 
attractive to them. An officer who has taken a course 
at the Naval Academy becomes ambitious to command a 
ship and belong to what he regards as the real fighting 
force of the Navy, and officers are not inclined to give 
up their stations either ashore or afloat for duty with 
the Aviation Corps. Aside from this, the Secretary is 
of the opinion that aviation will eventuaily develop into 
a specialty. He argues that a successful aviator must 
have certain talents which especially fit him for this duty. 
He does not believe that aviators should be commissioned 
in the line, as their service would never qualify them to 
command in the fleet, but they should have a certain 
commisston and allowance, which would be a sufficient 
inducement to secure the most daring and skilful aviators 
for this service in the Navy.

Preparedness for war under modern conditions means, 
as we have been taught by the European conflict, a great 
deal more than mere men and munitions. It means a 
thorough organization of the industries of the country 


with a view to furnishing all sorts of supplies in the 
promptest and most efficient manner, comments the 
American Druggist and Pharmaceutical Record, in 


noticing President Wilson’s speech at the Manhattan 
Club. Armies need clothing, shoes, food and medicine 
before they need munitions. The Army travels on its 
belly; it can only go so far as its food supply permits. 
Sick men cannot fight. Up to the time of the war be- 
tween Russia and Japan more men died from disease 
than of wounds; therefore, we must have adequate pro- 
vision for food and for medicine, as well as for men and 


munitions. If we are to be really prepared against war 
Congress must give the Quartermaster General au- 
thority to provide at least plans for the transportation 


and feeding of a large army, and must permit the Sur- 
geon General to arrange plans for providing an adequate 
quantity of medical and surgical supplies. In the same 
way the ordnance officers must be given some lati- 
tude of action so that they can make provisions for sup- 
plies of munitions.

THE CONTINENTAL ARMY SCHEME. 
By Edward Alden Jewell, 
in the New York Tribune of Nov. 14. 


Col. W. C. Church, acknowledged military expert and 
who for fifty-two years has been editing the ARMY AND 
NAVY JOURNAL, criticizes the Continental Army feature 
of President Wilson’s national defense policy and points 
out what looks strangely like irregularity (to put the 
thing with mildness) in the Department of War. As 
publicly outlined, the proposed scheme entails the estab- 
lishment of a Continental Army of 400,000 men, who 
will serve two months each year for three years and 
then be placed in a reserve and made subject to call in 
case of war or threatened attack. 

The hopeless inadequacy of such a system as this is 
pointed out by Colonel Church. What he desires to see 
instituted in this country is compulsory military train- 
ing, and military training which will stand the most 
rigid tests. 

“The argument is advanced,’ 


he declares, “that a so- 


ealled ‘Continental Army,’ composed of 400,000 men, 
divided into increments of 133,000 a year, who serve 
two months for the first three years, would perfectly 


prepare this nation for any possible demands of a mili- 
tary nature. Those who understand Army matters can 
hardly refrain from smiling at the notion of conferring 
an adequate military training upon men in two months, 


this period being followed by ten months of en- 
tire suspension from service. Would such a system 
work anywhere else? Go into any profession. Would 


it be possible for a man to become a lawyer by applying 
himself to law two months a year? Would he be 
esteemed competent? Would clients put any confidence 
in him? Quite the same thing applies in the Army.’ 

Congress is going to be made a recipient of a military 
recommendation, not such as it should receive, but such 
as it is deemed likely Congress will feel like adopting. 
In other words, the country will not be given what it 
needs, but what speciously embodies those needs. 

“For many months,” Colonel Church continued, ‘Army 
experts labored over plans for national defense which 
the War Department requested. The very highest mili- 
tary judgment in the country was directed toward the 
preparation of these plans. When completed they voiced 
the sentiment of keen minds, backed by rich experience, 
and recommended broad yet specific measures. What 
became of these plans? 

“Based upon the number of troops which the different 
great powers can land on our shores in the event we 
lose control of the sea, we should have a Regular Army, 
or troops of the first line, of a certain strength. This 
strength has been determined by the War College, and 
this is the program that the Secretafy should submit 
to Congress and let Congress take the responsibility of 
either providing for it or refusing to do so. Instead of 
this he has formulated a policy which is intended to 
cover up the deficiencies of Congress. It is a political 
report and not a military report. 

“It boils down to a very simple proposition—the 
opinion of experts has been ignored in the scheme now 
set before the American people.  Volitical exigencies 
have swayed the action of the War Department. The 
public has been invited to assimilate sham and esteem 
it sound wisdom. There has been a great deal of talk, 
but the emptiness of mere words is appallingly apparent 
to those blessed with a capacity for grasping the pith of 


things and rejecting the chaff 
Military influences manifest themselves not so much 
in bearing of body as in bearing of mind. Life, ac- 


cording to the vision of this practical philosopher, to 
attain its completest perfection should subscribe to mili- 
tary ethics. These ethics make for clear thought, broad 
outlook, accuracy and a solid sense of proportion. And 
these ethics, lived up to through a long and vigorous 
lifetime, make Colonel Church an authority worth listen- 
ing to at the present time. 

“There is a great deal of delusion entertained in re- 
spect to what constitutes military instruction,” he went 
on to affirm. “A soldier to be in any degree efficient 
must be subjected to very severe physical and moral 


training. His body must become inured to every hard- 
ship. He must learn the difficult lesson of implicit 
obedience. He must learn not alone to conduct himself 
as an individual but to act in concert. 


“The true principles of military instruction were not 
arrived at by inspiration or overn:ght. These principles 
are the product of ages of deep study and wide practice. 
They are proved to be utterly sound, and their highest 
office is to achieve individual excellence and instant co- 
operation. But individual excellence, from a military 
point of view, and the co-operation which is so vital 
and without which no army is equipped to meet a foe 
depend upon rigorous training. The present plan for a 
Continental Army appears to ignore altogether this 
necessity for military discipline. 

“The soldier is distinctly an artificial product. He is 
molded into something far other than he was in the be- 


ginning. And this is as it should be. The soldier must 
resolutely fight against almost every natural instinct. 
It is a fundamental human instinct, for instance, to 
run away from obvious danger. But the soldier has to 


school himself to perform the duties of his office quietly 
and bravely, without any regard for the distraction and 
terrors of the field. As the pianist in acquiring pro- 
ficiency begins by thoroughly familiarizing himself with 
the instrument, but finally making the action of the 
fingers an unconscious action, so the soldier who is really 
dependable and efficient must begin to master the rudi 
ments of his business and later become so responsive to 
all demands that he goes about his program of activities 
in a sane, intelligent, unconscious manner, indifferent 
to the dangers of the battlefield. 

“War reduces man to the primitive. Physical endur- 
ance becomes a paramount virtue. An army ill equipped 


and unseasoned in practice exposes its vital weakness 
the moment it is submitted to attack. Sheep driven to 
slaughter are not more entirely helpless. Such an army 


is worse than useless; it is criminal. In Fngland mil- 
lions of men have been pressed into military service 
since the outbreak of the war. But over there the 
futility of raw recruits is better understood than it is in 


this country. Lord Kitchener absolutely refuses to al- 
low any man to go to the front before he has served a 
full apprenticeship. Even this training, as the terrible

tute a first line for defense, and could be supplemented 
as rapidly as possible by new men. The fallacy of this 
Continental Army scheme is not in its numbers so much 
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as in its disregard of the need of adequate training. At 
the close of the Revolutionary War General Washington 
saw the need of establishing a comprehensive and ada- 
mantine military system. 

“Washington knew. He knew from hard, compre- 
hensive experience the vital need of trained men in an 
army. He did not say that a militia should be main- 
tained, but a well trained Militia. Is it likely that the 
proposed Continental Army will achieve the ideal which 
Washington wanted to see realized in this country? 
With a training of two months a year? And an insuf- 
ficient corps of experienced officers? Never! I will tell 
you what this Continental Army will do. It will simply 
supply food for the hospitals. Its members will be 
worthless as soldiers. The whole scheme is impractical, 
delusive. It contends that you can get something for 
nothing—an army without working for an army.” 

“What should you like to see done?” I -asked. 

The response was direct and without reservation: 

“T should like to see every young man physically fit 
and who has attained physical maturity subjected to at 
least one continuous year of military training of the 
most rigorous sort. In no other way can the country 
prepare itself for emergency.” 

“You would make such training compulsory?” 

“Certainly, just as education is compulsory. It should 
be looked upon as one of the duties of citizenship.” 

And Colonel Church, full of righteous assurance, pro- 
ceeded to point out some of the personal advantages to 
be gained by those who should be so subjected. 

“There seems to be,’ he declared, “a rather wide- 
spread sentiment in regard to the evils attending mili- 
tary service. ‘The evils are certainly overestimated, the 
value of such experience not at all understood. Military 
training develops a sense of physical responsibility, a 
whole new conception of law and order. As it seasons 
a man’s body, so it sharpens his estimate of human 
values. It has been mathematically proven that a man 
who has received this army experience is more valuable 
in the world of affairs which he enters when his term 
has expired than the man who has not enjoyed the 
privilege. Military instruction, according to a British 
authority, is emphatically not wasted. In the highest 
analysis military training becomes a public asset, not 
a public tax. 

“The public has been deceived into confusing a sane 
national preparedness with a tendency toward uncon- 
fined militarism. Nothing could be more unfortunate. 
The pacifists have gone to great lengths in their ac- 
cusations. There has been a great deal of talk, but it 
has not proceeded from the lips of authority. William 
Jennings Bryan and others of his convictions have gone 
about proclaiming peace with unpreparedness. ‘hey 
have promulgated their doctrines through megaphones. 
But the lips of those alone qualified to speak in such 
matters have been plastered shut. No Army or Navy 
man will be listened to.” 

“And what do you think, Colonel Church, will hap- 
pen when this scheme for a Continental Army, which 
you have pronounced completely faulty, is presented in 
(Congress? Will Congress play the réle of easy victim 
or will there be a protest?’ 

“IT believe there will be a protest. It would be hard 
‘to prophesy just what action Congress will take, but I 
firmly believe that several members of the House and 
Senate will express themselves in an unmistakable man- 
ner. An effort undoubtedly will be made to instruct the 
public in the real issue and to dispel those clouds which 
have settled and prevent the American people from grasp- 
ing salient points and realizing what elements must go 
to compose an adequate defense. 

“There has been such a riot of reports regarding me- 
chanical features of modern warfare—so much talk 
about inventions and their growing monopoly—that 
folks have almost come to think of a great unpeopled 
field of war, bristling with machinery and little else. 
The fact remains, however, that the man behind the gun 
is still the essential feature. Not all the machinery in 
the world can carry on a war without a highly intelli- 
gent human co-operation. And it is just that element 
of intelligence which the present recommendation fails 
to take stock of.” 

The interview seemed logically terminated. I was 
taking my departure. But before the door closed Colo- 
nel Church bade me solemnly to remember one thing. 

“Whatever I have said to you in this talk has been 
intended merely to point out what seems to me to rep- 
resent a looming national evil. I speak as a military 
critic of military matters alone. There is no criticism 
of our President implied. You know, it is one of the 
first principles in Army and Navy ethics that no criti- 
cism is to be voiced regarding the President.” 

So in behalf of Colonel Church and the ethics which 
actuate him I ask that the views he expressed in this 
interview be esteemed for what he intended them to be 
—views relating purely to the military system as it is 
proposed it should be and as he thinks it ought to be 
made, He stated that in his experience of over half a 
wentury with the Service he had never met an officer 
who did not believe in a subordination of military to 
civilian authority. Of this, Colonel Church points out, 
they do not complain, but they do rightfully object to 
having this interpreted to mean that military knowledge 
and experience should be made subordinate to civilian 
ignorance and that the military policy should be deter- 
mined by Chautauqua orators and clergymen who go 
beyond their sphere to talk about a subject of which, as 
he phrases it, they are as ignorant as children.

DR. ABBOTT ANSWERS MR. BRYAN. 


William Jennings Bryan has been singularly unfortu- 
nate in his attempt to twist Holy Writ into a basis of 
support for his untenable doctrine that peace in any 
circumstances is not only right, but that it is the duty 
of Christian men to maintain peace under all provoca- 
tions, despite the cost. To the quotation—practically 
simultancously, strangely enough—by the President and 
Colonel Roosevelt of the Prophet Ezekiel’s warning for 
preparedness, he has retorted that his opponents err in 
attempting to find the doctrine of Christianity upon _pre- 
paredness in the Old Testament rather than in the New. 
In reply Dr. Lyman Abbott in his open letter printed 
in the Outlook, “Did Jesus Christ Teach Non-Resist- 
ance?’ says: ; ; 

“A man may surrender his own rights and abandon to 
wreckage his own interest rather than fight to defend 
them, and often it is Christian so to do, | But no man 
has a right to accept public office if he is not willing 
to fight in defense of his country; no man has a right 
to take the money of others intrusted to him if he is 
not ready to fight to defend that trust against robbers ; 
no man has a right to beget children if he is not ready 
to fight to defend them against the assaults of the 
criminal and the seductions of the vicious. ; 

“When Peter came to the defense of his Master, his 
Master told him to put up the sword. * * * It 





does not follow that Christ would have told Oliver 


Cromwell and William of Orange and George Wash- 
ington to put up their swords when the drawing of the 
sword was necessary and proved effective to establish 
the rights of men to their divine manhood. 

“Jesus Christ taught, not that it is wrong to use force 
in resisting evil, but that love, not selfishness, should 
resist evil; not that his disciples should never use force, 
but that force Should be used by love, never by selfish- 
ness. Christian civilization has accepted his teaching. 
The policy of non-resistance adopted by the nation would 
be an abandonment of Christianity, for it would 
be an abandonment of the doctrine that the strong are 
to protect the weak, and therefore that all should unite 
to protect the individual. It would be an abandonment 
of the principle of Jesus that love, not selfishness, is to 
defend rights and protect interests. Disarmament by the 
nation would throw us back into the condition of bar- 
barism in which every individual goes armed for his own 
protection and leaves his neighbor to protect himself 
by his own arms. Disarmament in the present state of 
the moral development of the human race would not 
promote peace; it would promote anarchy and for occa- 
sional wars would substitute chronic warfare.” 

A SOUND SYSTEM OF EDUCATION. 

That the leaders of thought in every section of the 
country are beginning to see that real preparedness is 
based on universal military training, is becoming ap- 
parent by the discussion of the question of national de- 
fense before educational and business organizations. 
One of the ablest contributions of this character comes 
from C. P. J. Mooney, managing editor of the Memphis 
Commercial Appeal. Mr. Mooney in his paper shows 
that he has a full appreciation of the benefits of military 
education, and the necessity for a military policy which 
will give the country an adequate system of national 
defense. In the course of his paper Mr. Mooney says: 

“IT hold that universal military service is the highest 
expression of the democratic ideal in government. We 
rushed into the war with Spain so poorly prepared that 
our own soldiers rotted in home camps. Fifty American 
citizens have been killed on the southern borders of the 
state of Texas because we have not troops enough to 
guard the line. Ignorant Mexicans, hearing of our un- 
prepared condition, believe that a United Mexico could 
drive an army into the heart of this republic. Those 
Americans, who have been murdered in Mexico, are vic- 
tims of the doctrine out of which grew some of our peace 
associations. Their blood is on the heads of those who 
denounced a big Army and a big Navy as a gratifica- 
tion of imperialistic lust. 

“The United States ought to have a Navy able to de- 
fend its coasts. ‘We have more lines of exposed coast 
than England, France or Germany. The United States 
ought to have an Army of 250,000 trained men, and 
ought to have oflicers sufficient immediately to man an 
army of 500,000. The United States ought to have in 
its arsenals equipment suflicient for 3,000,000 men. The 
Government of the United States ought to take one 
year of the time of every male American and control 
his education during that year. He ought to be taught 
the use of fire arms, and given a military training that 
would enable him to take care of himself, if he were 
called upon for service. 

“During this year the young man should be given a 
thorough physical training. He should be trained to 
walk straight, to expand his chest and so to govern his 
physical being that being a vigorous man he would be- 
come the father of healthy children. In this year he 
should be taught the science of government; the rights 
of property and the individual, the duty of the citizen 
to the state, and the obligation of the state to the citizen. 
During this year he should become imbued with the 
knowledge that this is his government, that he is a full 
and equal partner in it, and that it is his to defend as 
well as to enjoy. 

“A so-called military training makes for peace, for a 
better physical being and for a better citizenship. Every 
boy having served with the colors would realize, as he 
never did before, that as it is his personal right to enjoy 
the liberties of this republic, it is his personal duty to 
defend the republic and to go, if necessary, to the far 
ends of the earth to secure an agreement to its just de- 
mands. 

“There may come a time when the world may find a 
way of settling international disputes peacefully, but so 
long as the sword is regarded as the final arbiter, we 
must be prepared not to perish by the sword, and that 
preparation will best consist in having a sword for de- 
fense wherever and whenever there is one for offense.” 





INDOOR LEAGUE MATCHES, 1915-16. 

Arrangements are being made by the National Rifle 
Association of America for the indoor league matches 
to be shot by civilian, college, university, school and 
military schoo! rifle clubs during the winter of 1915-16. 
Letters notifying the clubs that the matches will be 
shot, together with entry blanks and the conditions for 
the matches, have been sent to the secretaries of the 
clubs and the N.R.A., is making up the classes for the 
different leagues and preparing the targets for shipment 
to the clubs. After they are shot on, these targets will 
be returned to Washington, where the scores will be 
determined and announcement made of the results each 
week, 

Entries for the civilian inter-club gallery league 
matches will close Dec. 1, as will also those for the 
inter-collegiate matches. Entries for the inter-high 
school matches and the inter-military school matches 
close Dec. 11. Indications are that there will be a 
large entry in all the matches, as for some weeks past 
a number of clubs have inquired as to the indoor 
matches. The conditions governing the college and 
school clubs will be the same as those of last year with 
the exception that the one and one-half inch ‘sighting 
bull’s-eye target will be used. The shooting will be 
done from the prone position in the college matches. 
For college teams the entry fee is $5 and for the school 
clubs it is $3. 

For the civilian club matches the entry fee will be 
$10 per team, one team to a club. There will be no 
change in the conditions of the match from last year. 
As many as ten men will shoot each week, and the five 
highest scores will count for the record of the team. 
Each man will shoot twenty shots prone at seventy-five 
feet, and any kind of a sight but telescopic can be used, 
placed on any part of the rifle. The official N.R.A. 
gallery target for seventy-five feet having five counting 
bulls of two-inch diameter will be used. To certify to 
the scores the clubs have been invited to recommend a 
judge to supervise the shooting. It is hoped to have 
four leagues of twelve clubs each in this series of 
matches, the winning club in each league to receive 








medals. Clubs have been notified that the N.R.A. has 
no longer for sale the targets with the one bull’s-eye at 
$2.50 per thousand, but the five bull targets can be pur- 
chased for practice at $3.50 per thousand. 


STORY OF ERICSSON’S MONITOR. 


Discussing the subject of civilian control of the Navy 
in the seventh of his articles in the New York Evening 
Post upon preparedness, Oswald Garrison Villard says: 
“The history of the Monitor affords still another bit of 
evidence. What difficulties Ericsson had in overcoming 
the conservatism of the Navy Department has been well 
pointed out in the admirable life of the inventor written 
by Col. William C. Church, the veteran editor of the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL. Yet the Monitor, hastily 
built as it was, played a great rdle in revolutionizing 
warfare. The cause of its failure to become a dominat- 
ing naval type was the lack of a proper ventilation sys- 
tem, the lack of any decks on which to parade the crew 
when at sea, and because the Navy could not get used 
to the fact that water rolled over the deck while the 
Monitor was at sea. As soon as the war was over, 
the newest and best of the ships, the Dunderberg, etc., 
were sold to foreign governments. 

“True, the Miantonomoh and the Monadnock cruised 
successfully, the one to Europe and the other around 
Cape Horn, but the Navy stuck to the high-sided wooden 
ships until the new Navy came, when it squarely turned 
its back upon this American invention and followed the 
British precedent in building the high-sided predecessors 
of the present battleships. These took, it is true, the 
principle of Eriesson’s turret and armor, but abandoned 
some of the vital features which made the Monitor the 
steadiest gun platform in the world. Curiously enough, 
to-day, in November, 1915, we have the British Prime 
Minister Asquith, lauding in the House of Commons, 
the service of the British monitors as having been the 
most distinguished of any vessels since the war began, 
and praising Lord Fisher for his development and use 
of these boats which more nearly approach, if the frag- 
mentary descriptions which arrive here are correct, the 
Ericsson Monitors than anything built since, with the 
exception of the two or three that the American Navy 
has constructed in modern times, only to abandon.” 

Mr. Villard has failed to take note of the fact that 
we owe the Monitor to a naval committee composed of 
Commodores Joseph Smith and Hiram Paulding and 
Comdr. Charles H. Davis. They gave Eriesson’s vessel 
the preference over twenty-one different models of iron- 
clad vessels submitted to them. After Captain Ericsson 
had appeared before the board and explained his Moni- 
tor the several members were asked if they would 
recommend that a contract be entered into for her con- 
struction. Each one replied, “Yes, by all means.” In 
a letter dated Nov. 16, 1877, Ericsson said: ‘“Commo- 
dore Smith then desired me to call again later in the 
day. On making my second appearance I was asked to 
step into Secretary Welles’s room, who briefly told me 
that the Commodores had reported favorably, and that 
accordingly he would have the contract drawn up and 
sent after me to New York, desiring me in the mean- 
time to proceed with the work. I returned at once, and 
before the contract was completed the keel-plate of the 
intended vessel had already passed through the rollers 
of the mill.” (Vol. I., page 253, Church’s Life of 
Ericsson.) In another letter Ericsson says: “Pray pre- 
sent my warm thanks to Commodore Smith for the 
prompt manner in which he ordered his officers to put 
the ship on the Government dock. Gentlemen are so 
confoundedly scarce in these diggings that it is quite 
refreshing to me to come in contact with the officers of 
the Navy now and then.” 

The Smith referred to was Commodore Joseph EF. 
Smith, Chief of the Naval Bureau of Yards and Docks, 
from 1846 to 1869. The author of the “Life of Erics- 
son” says: “The criticisms of Commodore Smith, though 
always well meant, were sufficiently annoying. In spite 
of them the highest praise is to be given to this gallant 
sailor for the measure of faith he had in the Monitor, 
and his name will be associated with Ericsson’s as that 
of one who helped him to his opportunity. The char- 
acter of the man is illustrated by a story told of him in 
the account given by Gideon Welles of his experience as 
Secretary of the Navy. 

“On Sunday, March 9, 1862, after the despatch had 
been received at Washington to the effect that the Merri- 
mac had come out of Norfolk and destroyed the Cum- 
berland and the Congress, lying off Fort Monroe, Secre- 
tary Welles returned from the Department to his home, 
and stopping at St. John’s Church, in front of the 
White House, called out Commodore Smith, who was at- 
tending service there. He briefly related what had taken 
place and finally said that the Congress, commanded by 
Smith’s son, Joseph, had surrendered. ‘What!’ ex- 
claimed the veteran, ‘the Congress surrendered; then 
Joe is dead.’ The Secretary tried to calm his deep emo- 
tion, and told him that perhaps his son was saved. ‘Oh, 
no,’ he exclaimed, ‘you don’t know Joe as I do—he 
never would surrender his ship.’ And he did not. He 
was killed early in the action and his flag was struck by 
other hands. To such a father of such a son much more 
might well be forgiven.” (Vol. I., pages 271-272.) 

We do not believe that the Monitor would ever have 
been heard of if the question of her acceptance had been 
submitted to the judgment of a civilian board. 











NEW TYPES OF BRITISH WARSHIPS. 

Speaking of bombardments of Lombartzyde, Zeebrugge 
and Middlekerke early in October by five British 
monitors, as reported in German official despatches, the 
Army and Navy Gazette of London says that while it 
would be useless and injudicious to speculate upon the 
identity of the five monitors referred to by the Germans, 
it is obvious that they cannot be the vessels of the Severn 
type which began the attacks in this region a year ago. 
We believe that the British Admiralty have been building 
several new types of light draft warships with heavy 
guns, and probably resembling monitors, but naturally 
have kept the details secret. It would seem from a 
description of a new type of warship in the London Daily 
Chronicle, sent by Mr. Ellis A. Bartlett from the Darda- 
nelles, that the British have resurrected in some respects 
the circular ironclads built by Russia in the late 
*seventies, the invention of Admiral Popoff. Mr. Bartlett, 
in describing what he terms the amazing-looking craft 
which entered the harbor of Kephalos, says: 

“It was impossible to tell at a distance whether she 
was broadside on, bow on or stern on, for she seemed 
to be quite round. Her high sides held aloft an absolutely 
flat deck, on which nothing showed except an enormous 
turret, from which projected two guns of enormous girth 
and length, while rising from her center, like a giant of

“With great difficulty, steering vilely, she made her 
way through the crowded bharbor and dropped anchor, 


with the eyes of thousands riveted on her. No one had 
ever seen the like of her before. Her crew began to 
bathe, apparently all possessed of the divine power of 
walking on water, for on descending a ladder, instead 
of plunging into the waves, they walked along them by

If 
a torpedo strikes her side it will explode amid a variety 
of substances which I must not mention, and the hull 
of the vessel will escape injury. 

“These huge monitors carry naught but two 14-inch 
guns and some anti-aircraft armament. They are roomy 
and comfortable, unlike their smaller neighbors. Their 
speed is, however, very slow, on account of their strange 
shape, and they steer badly, but at present their develop- 
ment is only in its infancy, and they are interesting 
because in them you see the germ of what will probably 
be the battleship of the future. 

“Later on three more of these monsters arrived, giving 
us eight 14-inch guns with which to bombard the enemy’s 
positions, in addition to a large number of smaller 
monitors of all shapes and sizes. The big monitors are 
as steady as a rock at sea, but they are no beds of roses 
to live in, for the coal dust penetrates everywhere, and 
they are almost impossible to keep clean. When they 
fire their big guns the concussion blows great clouds of 
smoke and flame from the funnels, smothering everything 
astern. They are not really ships at all, but floating 
gun platforms. Nevertheless they serve their purpose 
well, and as an experiment have proved a great success. 
The new fleet of monitors played an important role on 
the occasion of the new landing at Suvla Bay on Aug. 6, 
and in the operations which followed. Scattered along 
the coast. they commanded every vantage point and 
kept the Turks from showing themselves near the cliffs 
and checked their attempts to counter-attack.”

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WOUNDED IN THE BRITISH ARMY. 
An informative writer who signs himself “Medical 
Corps” in a letter to the New York Sun takes issue 


with the figures ascribed to Premier Asquith stating that 
twenty-four per cent. of the wounded in the British army 


died. He gives the accurate figure as five per cent., 
saying: 

“The term ‘wounded’ has two meanings. First, there 
is the strict, logical meaning, very seldom used, which 
includes all those hit by weapon or missile. Every man 
hit is of course wounded. In this sense the term includes 
all battle casualties, all those who are wounded. Some 


some later. There is a second meaning 
and a meaning made common by 
long and widespread usage. It is the meaning used by 
most, if not all, writers on military statistics. With 
this meaning the word or term includes only those who 
are hit and live long enough to be picked up and carried 
to a hospital. 

“It will be seen that there are many opportunities for 
a confusion of terms in the use of this word ‘wounded’ 
with the two meanings. Mr. Asquith, possibly not very 
familiar with medico-military statistics and terms, used 
the word with the first meaning. When he said that 
twenty-four per cent. of the wounded died he meant to 
convey the information that twenty-four per cent. of all 
those hit in battle died; either on the field or later in 


of these die soon, 
of the word ‘wounded,’ 


hospital. In his classification of wounded are included 
the class ‘killed’ (some twenty-one per cent.) and the 
class ‘died of wounds’ (some four per cent.). When he 


speaks of those dying of wounds he includes all who die 
on the field or in hospital. When we speak of those dying 
of wounds we restrict the term to those dying in hospital. 

“The total of deaths from battle injuries in the British 
army is 25.5 per cent. of all those hit; rather more than 
Mr. Asquith stated in July. But it is impossible to 
determine at present what proportion of these deaths 
oceur on tie field and what later in hospitals, for no 
information on these points has been given out. It has 
been stated that the proportion of ‘killed’ was high. 
In former wars the average was twenty per cent. of all 
hit. If we estimate the killed at twenty-two per cent. 
we shall have 3% per cent. dying of wounds. This rate 
for all hit would figure out a rate of about five per cent. 
of the wounded (eighty-eight per cent. of the whole). It 
is very probable that the death rate of the wounded in 
hospitals will prove to be about five per cent. instead of 
twenty-four per cent. Instead of increasing the death 
rate of the wounded has decreased greatly, from one in 
three or four in the old wars to one in twenty at present.” 

This analysis of the statements of Mr. Asquith, which 
we accept, explains why we have not published the wild 
statements as to the enormous number of soldiers kiiled 
or wounded in the present war. They do violence to all 
previous experience, and we still hold to the opinion that, 
taking all factors into account, it will be found when 
the record is finally made up that the percentages of 








casualties in this war will be less rather than greater 
than those in former great wars. 
MAINTENANCE OF THE FLEET. 
“The Maintenance of the Fleet” was the subject 
chosen by Capt. A. P. Niblack, U.S.N., for the paper he 
read before the twenty-third general meeting of the 


Society of Naval Architects and Marine Engineers, held 
in New York city Nov. 18 and 19, of which society he 
is a vice president. He said, in part: “Except China 
(and it is almost too late for her to lock the stable door), 
Great Britain and the United States are the two remain- 
ing countries in all the world which cling to the voluntary 
system of enlistment. As Rudyard Kipling recently said, 
we expect to raise armies ‘by the same methods we 
raise money at a charity bazaar. We profess to believe 
that in the hour of danger there will always be enough 


men ready, of their own free will, to defend the country.’ 
The voluntary system, however comfortable to the 
millions, is enormously expensive, unfair, clumsy, un- 
reliable and generally unsatisfactory.” After pointing 
out the lack of colliers and oil ships in the Navy, and 
the fact that the bunker capacity of the fleet and such 
supply ships as we have for a voyage to Manila from 


Panama and back again would leave a margin of rather 
less than 10,000 tons of both, over and above the average 
consumption that might be expected if there were no 
untoward developments, he indicates the necessity for

A MILITIA VIEW OF RESERVE ARMIES. 

Col. John D. McNeely, commanding 4th Infantry, 
National Guard of Missouri, who was appointed by the 
Mayor of St. Joseph, Mo., as one of a committee to 
organize a local branch of the National Security League, 
has written to the league to express full appreciation 
of the condition of military unpreparedness in this 
country and promising heartiest support for the league’s 
efforts to arouse public sentiment to a realization of the 
need of preparation for adequate defense. He 
to discuss proposed schemes for a reserve army, 
in part: 

“In an amateur way I have taken not a little interest 
in military affairs, and if there is any such thing as a 
citizen soldier I think I can fairly lay claim to having 
tried to qualify as such, my experience having included 
five years’ training as a cadet under Army commandants, 
service as a Volunteer officer 1898-1809, and constant 
service in the National Guard since that time. I ques- 
tion the practicability of any scheme which has for its 
purpose the recruiting of a citizen army of reserves. 1 
am sceptical about this latest dream about a volunteer 
army who are to take the field for two months’ training. 
In the first place, only a few would be willing to enlist, 
and, in the next place, only a few employers would be 
willing to have them enlist, and, in the third place, two 
months’ training would not do them much good if they 
did enlist. 

“Do you think they could get them to enlist in this 
new-fangled army with no social features or pleasures, 
and added sacrifice, when we find it difficult to get them 
into the National Guard with as much as we ean give 
of the former and a minimum of the latter? Do you 
think they can get employers to give much needed em- 
ployees two months off each year to attend camp, when 
we officers of the National Guard, using every local 
influence we can bring to bear, find it difficult to secure 
one week for them to attend the camps of instruction 
now provided for the National Guard by the Federal 
Government? And, finally, do you think if they could 
do these things that they could make trained soldiers in 
two months when it took us more than twice as long, 
under Regular Army instructors, to make trained soldiers 
of recruits in 1898, and when Kitchener would not dare 
let Canadians, recruits of equal intelligence, go to 
Flanders after more than two months in Canadian train- 
ing camps? 

“Add to this the fact that military regulations, drill 
and equipment are constantly changing in an effort to 
improve; that organizations must be co-ordinated; that 
officers must know their men and men their officers; that 





goes on 
saying, 


psychology of masses and esprit de corps count for 
something in war, and you have hardly begun to 
enumerate the missing cogs in this fantastic wheel of 


a phantom army. 

“It is my sincere belief that after all this smoke and 
dust clears away we should have more encouragement, 
more support for our first line troops, consisting, as they 
have always consisted, of the Army and the Organized 
Militia.- You cannot substitute a better first line for 
national defense than the one provided for, and alone 





contemplated by the founders of this government in that 
greatest of American documents, the Constitution of the 
United States, which, in Article L., Section 8, provided 
for a standing Army and for a Militia to be organized 
and equipped by the Congress and to be subject to the 
call of the President in case of foreign invasion. 

“Let me therefore urge you not to attempt to commit 
your membership to the support of any soap bubble plan 
for a makeshift army; but to direct your unselfish and 
patriotic efforts to the support of the Regular Army, 
ever under arms; and the support of the National Guard, 
which receives theoretical and practical instruction fifty- 
two weeks out of every year, is supervised by many 
devoted and efficient Regular Army officers, and owing 
to inadequate support is still far from perfect.”

OBJECTS OF SERVICE SOCIETIES. 


Priscilla Alden Nicolson—Mrs. J. O. Nicolson—chair- 
man District Auxiliary of the Navy Relief Society, of 
Washington, D.C., writes: “There seems to be some 


confusion of ideas in regard to three important Service 
societies, all bearing on interests relative to the United 


States Navy. One is the Navy League of the United 
States, another the Army and Navy League and again 


another the Navy Relief Society. The Navy League is 
a patriotic organization devoted to developing the in- 
terests of the people in all matters pertaining to the 
advancement of the United States Navy. The Army and 
Navy League is quite a different society. It is sup- 
ported generously by Service people, both men and wom- 
en. Clubs are formed having for their object the moral 
and religious welfare of the enlisted men of the Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps. It supplies to chaplains of 
both Services hymn and service books and organs, also 
magic lanterns, ee and reading matter. In 
this city at 317 street is a clubhouse maintained by 
this society, fl the enlisted men of the Services are 
welcome and where a simple meal and a bedroom can 
be had at a small price, and a pleasant evening may be 
passed. In other words, the idea is to uplift men in 
our Service, keep them out of the streets, saloons and 
gambling rooms. Boxes of books, games, ete., are sent 
to far-away Army garrisons, ships are supplied and in 
every Army and Navy depot, this society works among 
the men and the good is far-reaching and improving. 

“On the other hand, the Navy Relief Society relieves 
distressed families of Navy men financially. In the 
event of a death in the Service of either officer or en- 
listed man, the next of kin are visited and such relief 
is given as the immediate necessity requires. Mothers, 
widows and orphans are aided financially and otherwise 
provided for, and in many instances children are being 
educated and prepared to become self-supporting. Again, 
at all navy yards auxiliaries are maintained and meas- 
ures are taken immediately to relieve all distress. 

“The aims of these three organizations are quite dif- 
ferent, each meeting a need and the three filling require- 
ments for the betterment of the naval service. The so- 
cieties are supported by membership fees and by enter- 
tainments, balls, card parties, teas, sales and various 
social functions. It is earnestly hoped that when notices 
are received calling a meeting for any one a full house 
will assemble to assist and co-operate in the good work 
that must be supported and must be maintained by the 
generosity of not only those identified with the Navy, 
but the community at large.” 





An officer of the Maxim Munition Company, of New 
IIaven, Conn., is quoted as saying: “Hudson Maxim, 
the president of the company, has taken the old Maxim 
gun and made many very important improvements, which 
makes it practically a new gun. We have a provisional 
contract with the Russian government, which is only 
awaiting confirmation, to manufacture 15,000 of these 
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guns. I can’t at this time state the price of these guns, 
but will say that they are most effective and a regiment 
of infantry would be simply mowed down before the fire 
of one of them. We are having plans made for new 
buildings on the plant we have just acquired and will 
employ fully 1,000 people there, and we are also negoti- 
ating for another plant in this city. Altogether our 
company Will employ in this city and elsewhere from 
8,000 to 9,000 people.”

PREPAREDNESS VS. CONTINENTAL ARMY. 
To THE EpDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

As for the Continental Army scheme, as it has been 
cited in the public press, we, and by “we,” I mean all 
who have practical knowledge and experience in the 
procuring of and training of citizen soldiers, know that 
it will not measure up to, at the most, fifty per cent. of 
the desired results. It will utterly fail in the end, the 
only final result will be a greater muddle in our hap- 
hazard military policies, making just that much more to 
be straightened out by the experts, when our civilian 
experimenters finally conclude to do the only practical 
thing—to turn such important and technical matters 
over to the trained experts for solution and execution, 
and then give them hearty and loyal support. 

Just so long as we depend upon politicians, lawyers, 
farmers and teachers to prepare and perfect our military 
policy, and its units, just so long will we have an in- 
complete organization, and have to suffer the experiences 
of the Spanish-American War, Just so long will we 
have an incomplete, half-trained and half-filled National 
Guard, to say nothing of the Regular Army and Navy, 
the ranks of which have never been filled, even to the 
allotted peace strength. 

To-day the people are nearer to being aroused to a 
sense of national duty than for many generations, and 
it is high time they were. A great danger confronts 
this nation that only a few seem to realize. Some of 
our high officials appear to have seen and are trying to 
awaken the others, along with the public. It seems to be 
a tremendous task, however. The time for experimenting 
and theorizing with such momentous questions has 
passed, and, if we are to meet the issue with any show 
of the old American spirit, we must begin real prepara- 
tion at once. Even now the time will be far too short. 
We have, at the most, less than six years, and probably 
much less than that, in which to prepare for the great- 
est struggle of our history. We will need a great Army 
and a greater Navy, and it takes time to train and 
equip both of them. 

How to raise, train and equip this desired force is 
the first great problem to be solved. I like the name of 
“Continental Army”; it has a good old ring to it. But 
why create a new force out of pure theory, only to see 
it fail utterly, with a great loss of valuable time, when 
we have a small institution already organized that can 
be utilized to bring this unit into being? I have ref- 
erence to the National Guard. This great possibility 
has been the plaything of politicians for generations; it 
has passed through various stages of usefulness and non- 
usefulness. Its successes have been its own, and its 
failures the reward and disgrace of its political parents. 

A new and great Continental Army can be reared in 
short order by legislating the present National Guard 
out of politics and into its own, the real brother and 
support of the Regular Army. Several things must be 
accomplished, a few being: 

1. Take the Guard completely out of state control 
and make it a real Federal institution. 

2. Take it absolutely out of the volunteer class; in 
the event of a call to arms this would facilitate its ser- 
vice, do away with the question of doubt on the part of 
its members and the long delays brought about by the 
process of elimination of the political and the untit. 

3. Make it absolutely exempt from strike duty, police 
or deputy sheriff work, of course, excepting a case so 
severe that Federal troops are required. 

4. Adequately compensate its members for services 
rendered, according to length of service and rank. 
(Probably a twenty-five per cent. full service pay, as 
was once proposed, would be sufficient.) This would 
eliminate the “dues” and the fines with possible jail 
penalties for non-payment that has proven the “bug-a- 
boo” of the Guard. 

5. Systematize the instruction under competent teach- 
ers so that it would be practical and interesting. 

The reason for the lack of support of the National 
Guard on the part of available manhood is the knowl- 
edge that they may have to act as deputy sheriffs, con- 
stables, watchmen, or even strike police, in their own 
locality, and, that, as now constituted, the National 
Guard would have to pass through so much red tape, 
political and physical, sifting and changing, that they 
would have a small chance of seeing active service in 
the event of war, as a unit of original formation, any 
sooner than the volunteer, who is supposed to come 
along after the Guard has been utilized, and that his 
status would be very little different. 

We sometimes wonder at the number of men who are 
willing to pay dues for the purpose of learning to be 
of military service to their country. These dues range 
from fifty cents per month to several dollars, according 
to the organization you join. Small to be sure, but the 
principle is wrong and the possibility of a marshal and 
a jail has kept more men out of the Guard than the 
equal of the number of its members. Of course, its 
members have certain club and social benefits, gyms, 
baths, bowling, dancing and athletics, but so do the 
Regulars, not on so large a scale, because they are not 
permanently assigned to one locality. All of these sug- 





gestions are of vast importance to the efficiency of the 
National Guard. Especially is this true of numbers 1, 
3 and 4. 

We must create an adequate defense system by the 
shortest route. Is this not the way? Here we have a 
nation-wide organization upon which to enlarge and im- 
prove, which would be far more practical, quicker, and 
serviceable than to create a new being, sidetracking the 
old with its thousands of trained, patriotic members, to 
say nothing of the added expense and confusion necessi- 
tated by the forming of a new and untried experiment.

FEDERAL MILITIA AND CONTINENTAL ARMY. 
Birmingham, Ala., Nov. 9, 1915. 
To THE Epitor oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

If the next Congress creates a Continental Army, at 
the end of six years to be 400,000 strong, the first thought 
that comes into the mind of the “Citizen Soldier’ is, 
Who and where are these 400,000 young men that can 
and will give up their jobs, or drop one-sixth of the year, 
for three years? Can the young man eighteen to twenty- 
two years of age stand such a handicap when he is 
struggling to get a foothold? Can the skilled artizan 
come back, drop into his place and hope to be promoted 
along with the men of equal ability who have not lost 
one-sixth of the year? If the men and corporations that 
employ men were willing to let their employees off for 
two months each year for three years, will the young 
men who are willing to give “personal service” go, and 
take their chances of advancement in their civil careers 
with young men who will not volunteer to give military 
service to the country? In the light of a cold-blooded 
business proposition the young man who takes one-sixth 
of the year in one period out of his civil vocation is 
going to be handicapped. 

Compulsory military service will clear the whole 
situation. I am in favor of it for more reasons than 
its military value. Then we are all put on equal footing; 
but is this country ready seriously to consider compulsory 
service? The other solution would be the possibility 
of finding a leisure class 400,000 strong of reliable, steady, 
soldier-making material. No citizen who possessed an 
atom of patriotism would wilfully do anything to obstruct 
any workable scheme for national defense. These ideas 
are the opinions of a young mechanical engineer con- 
nected with a manufacturing business that employs hun- 
dreds of men, and who has had eight years’ service as 
a ‘Citizen Soldier’ commissioned ofticer. 

Now for a suggestion for a term of service in the 
Continental Army that is believed to be practical without 
compulsion. Let the Militia Pay bill be put into effect, 
with certain amendments. Federalize the National Guard 
as near as it can be federalized. Make the annual tour 
at camps of instruction fifteen days. Make liberal 
appropriation to the auxiliary arms for a limited number 
of saddle and draft horses. With this new Militia as a 
basis, put into operation the Continental Army measure 
with exactly the same active service requirements and 
home station instruction as the new Organized Militia, 
with the same pay; but put them absolutely under 
Federal control, exempt them from jury duty, road and 
poll taxes, and, above all, exempt them from riot duty 
in case of strikes. Let the Federal Government provide 
the Continental Army with quarters, fuel, lights and 
storage space; as good or better accommodations than 
some of our Militia organizations now get from states 
that appropriate $20 and less per month to pay all the 
home station expenses of a company, troop or battery. 
It is believed with these conditions a great many 
National Guard organizations would go into the Conti- 
nental Army, especially here in the South. It would also 
appear advisable for the Federal Government to make 
eligibility for commission in the Continental Army, the 
National Guard and the proposed Officers Reserve Corps 
of the U.S. Army the same, so that officers could pass 
from one to the other, grade for grade, without further 
examination. 

Let the country give young men who are willing to 
give in “personal service” all their recreation time, both 
weekly and annual, to the country’s military service, a 
chance to serve in the Continental Army. In justice 
to themselves and to their country they can give no more 
time, unless all other young men in the United States 
are compelled to give equal military service.

THE PROPOSED INCREASE IN THE ARMY. 
To THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The comments on the proposed increase in the Army 
have been read with a great deal of interest, and it is 
almost unbelievable that such perfectly useless and en- 
tirely inadequate measures are really seriously contem- 
plated by thinking men. If we are going to really 
seriously consider preparedness on land the least we can 
think of is 150,000 infantry rifles. There are to-day 
in the United States less than 20,000 Infantry, and of 
these all but about 2,000 are engaged on the Mexican 
border. The proposed increase is ten regiments, or less 
than 8,000 rifles. This will leave less than 28,000. We 
cannot figure on war strength, because so long as we 
have no reserves the raising of the companies to war 
strength will reduce instead of increase their value, for 
about two to three months after the men are recruited 
and have joined the command. 

If the increase was to be ten regiments a year for five 

years, with provisions for corresponding well balanced 
increments in the mobile auxiliaries, it could be under- 
stood as a reasonable program of defense. Even then 
organizations would have to be kept at war strength until 
a sufficient reserve had been built up. With an enlist- 
ment period of six or seven years—two with the colors 
and four or five in the reserve—the strength of the com- 
panies could be materially decreased after the second 
year. 
“The Coast Artillery is to be increased by fifty-two 
companies, almost half as much as the Infantry. What 
would our Coast Artillery be worth to-day should a nation 
with a navy superior to our own attack us? The chances 
are that it would not have to fire a shot, because the 
latest example of a fleet trying conclusions with forts 
(at the Dardanelles) proved a complete failure. Forts 
must be taken from the rear. What is the use of an 
expensive and unbreakable lock on the front door when 
the back door is left open and all the world knows that 
it is open? hays 

Why more Engineers without Infantry or division 
organizations? The increase in Field Artillery is not 
enough for what we ought to have, but out of proportion 
to the inerease in Infantry. Reserve matériel and 
ammunition must be made in advance because there will 
not be time when war comes any more than there will 
be time to train Infantry. 

If the United States wants to be prepared a well 











balanced mobile Army is the paramount issue, and 
nothing else should be considered before it is attained. 
Every officer in the Army knows this to be trae, unless 
blinded by self-interest. Is it not about time we began 
to build according to a fixed plan that fits the needs of 
the country, instead of wasting money on more patch- 
work?

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THE ARMY AND THE GUARD. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

You are certainly correct in stating that the Secre- 
tary of War has failed to solve the problem of national 
defense as it concerns the land force. The Continental 
Army plan is beyond question a paper plan, that will 
never work out. The pity of it is the injury it will do 
the Regular Army and the National Guard if Congress 
accepts the plan. Making officers in thirty days and 
soldiers in three installments of sixty days each must be 
admitted to be impossible. 

During the past several years there has been a “get- 
ting together” spirit among the officers of the Army and 
Guard that was good to behold, and a majority of the 
Guard officers have the feeling that much more should 
have been done for the Army in the past, and that now, 
if ever, is the proper time that provision should be made 
for a much larger Army and strengthening the National 
Guard. It is to be presumed that if the Regular Army 
and National Guard were given a chance to pull to- 
gether and the authority of submitting a plan, better 
results would be obtained. To get efficiency, the strength 
of the Army should be based on the number of officers 
that are now in service and can be secured to train it. 
A fixed policy and a reserve are admittedly needed. How 
it is to be secured is the question. An army made up 
wholly of one year men could not possibly be classed as 
efficient. The plan that appears most in favor is that 
enlistment in the Army should be of two classes. One 
for those that desire to remain permanently in the Ser- 
vice; have enlistment of three-year period, with in- 
creased pay, promotion, ete., upon re-enlistments, as now 
provided. The other for those desiring to enter a re- 
serve with short-term service; have the enlistment so 
they are with the Army one year, with the National 
Guard as their home for two years with the pay a 
Guardsman may receive; three years in the Reserve, 
say at half the pay they receive with the Guard, at- 
tending encampments annually with full pay during the 
period they are on duty. Let them re-enlist in the Re- 
serve and remain reservists as long as they are physi- 
cally fit and attend encampments. Why drop a good 
soldier at all? If he remains true during a number of 
years, why not hold out hopes of a small pension in his 
old age? Enlistments in the Guard should be for six 
years, three years with the company and then the Re- 
serve, upon the same basis as the enlisted Army man, 
with the privilege of re-enlistment and remaining with 
the company at the end of the three-year periods. Some 
such plan as this would undoubtedly bring better re- 
sults than the Continental Army plan.

Did you ever stop to think how many of our senior 
officers regard their subordinate officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers, along tactical lines, as though they were 
Chet Timpsons? If a senior officer has an idea of how 
one of his tactical units should be handled it sometimes 
happens that he practically handles that unit by detail- 
ing to the unit’s proper commander just how he shall 
do it. If he keeps it up and does enough of it he is apt 
to have most of his unit commanders Timsonized. The 
process is not difficult, for it’s an inherent human trait 
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to avoid both active mental effort and responsibility. If 
you happen to be an officer with rank enough to have 
officers and non-commissioned officers under your com- 
mand, just notice how frequently some of them = 
they get the field order that tells them what to do, be- 
gin to question you as to, ° ‘Shall I do it so?”

A young officer naturally looks to his seniors for guid- 
ance and teaching, but if he is not careful he can easily 
become Timsonized, to the extent of relying on them to 
do his thinking for him. He had better risk it the other 
way, as a rule. If he does not learn to do his own 
thinking and act on it, he will always be inadequate. 

Just look at your own outfit and see if you are making 
any Chet Timpsons, or if you have had any thrust upon 
you.

ASIATIC FLEET NOTES. 

In sending clippings from the Shanghai Times and 
China Press relating to the Asiatic Fleet and also the 
U.S. Navy in general an officer of our Navy on the 
Asiatic Station writes: “It will, no doubt, be of interest 
to your readers to learn that so large an amount of 
space is devoted to the U.S. Navy by Shanghai papers. 
These items are to be found not only in the Times, but 
in several other Shangahi papers, and appear as 
‘Asiatic Fleet Notes,’ at least once a week. This inter- 
est in our fleet is, no doubt, due, to a certain extent, to 
the absence at present on this station of ships of other 
nationalities.” 

From the clippings we gather the following notes: 





With the arrival of the U.S.S. Helena from the Upper 
Yangtze River on Sept. 24 there were in port at Shanghai the 
following vessels of the fleet: Saratoga, Galveston, Cincinnati, 
Helena, Wilmington, Eleano and Villalobos. The U.S.S. Ajax 
was to arrive from Olongapo, P.I., on Oct. 1 with stores for 
the fleet. On Sept. 30 the U.S.S. Wilmington went to the 
Kiangnan Dock for docking and urgent repairs. The U.S.S. 


Quiros arrived at Shanghai from the Upper Yangtze on Oct. 6 
and the U.S.S. Samar on Oct. 8. 
The Commander-in-Chief, 


Admiral A. G. Winterhalter, gave 
a luncheon on board the flagship on Sunday, Sept. 26, for 
the S.V.C. rifle team, and in addition to the members repre- 


senting the Shanghai Volunteer Corps, a number of American 
Navy officers who took part in an informal competition between 
officers at the rifle range on Sept. 19 were present. Paymr. 
and Mrs. T. P. Ballenger, Mrs. Ballenger and Miss Riley left 
Shanghai for Japan on Sept. 24 en route to the United States 
Comdr. S. E. Moses and P.A. Surg. F. P. W. Hough arrived 
at Shanghai Sept. 30 from Manila, P.I., via 8.8. Empire. Com- 
mander Moses was to assume command of the U.S.S. Wilmington 
and Surgeon Hough to relieve Surgeon Randall on board the 
U.S.S. Wilmington. 

P.A. Surg. W. J. Zalesky arrived on the U.S.S. Ajax Oct. 1 
with his family from Naval Hospital, Canacao, P.I., and for 
duty on the Saratoga as relief to P.A. Surg. H. R. Hermesch. 
Lieut. H. Delano and bride arrived at Yokohoma on Oct. 1 
from San Francisco, Lieutenant Delano reporting later at 
Shanghai as aid on the staff of the Commander-in-Chief. 

A rifle match was held at the Shanghai Volunteer Corps 
rifle range on Sept. 29 and 30 between the teams of the Sara- 


toga, Cincinnati, Galveston, Helena, Wilmington and a team 
representing the smaller gunboats present at Shanghai. The 
standing of the teams was: Helena, 3,502; Saratoga, 3,444; 
Galveston, 3,370; Cincinnati, 3,350; gunboats, 3,322; Wilming- 


ton, 3,140. 

By a better mastery of open play the U.S.S. Galveston foot- 
ball team defeated the U.S.S, Saratoga on Oct. 9 by 19 to 10. 
The victory was somewhat unexpected, as the flagship was 
thought to have the better team. Well executed forward passes 
and good defensive work, with some star playing by Lieut. 
C. J. Miller, U.S.M.C., who was at right half, were responsible 
for Galveston’s victory. Saratoga was good in the line plays 
and plunges off tackle and also in dashes around the end, but 
it couldn't complete its forward passes and made some costly

Exercises in connection with the award of the gunnery trophy 
for the cruiser class for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1915, 
were held on board the U.S.S. Galveston on Oct. 7. An inter 
esting address was made to the officers and crew by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and remarks by the commanding officer. There 
followed an informal reception, band concert and a vaudeville 
entertainment given by the crew. 

The Commander-in-Chief and officers of the U.S. Asiatic Fleet 
have expressed their appreciation of the kindness and courtesy 
of the municipal authorities of Shanghai in extending to the 
fleet for athletic purposes the race course and the gymnasium in 
the town hall. 

The U.S. Asiatic Fleet track meet, held on the afternoon 
of Oct. 11 at Hongkew Park, brought out some interesting 
competition. Notwithstanding the slow and muddy track some 
good records were made. All the ships in Shanghai partici- 
pated. The Galveston came out winner, getting 55 points; the 
Saratoga made 33; Helena, 25; gunboats, 15: Cincinnati, 10; 
Wilmington, 8. The individual star was E. M. Ayers, of the 

jalveston, who won the 100-yard dash, running and standing 
broad jumps and high jump, and took second in the pole vault. 
Ensign N. H. Geisenhoff of the Helena won the 440-yard 
dash, and Lieut. C. J. Miller of the Galveston the shot-put; 
Stevens of the Saratoga took the 220-yard dash, and Waechter 
of the Galveston the pole vault. The tug-of-war was won by 
the Galveston and the mile relav by the Helena, 
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Major Gen. William H. Carter, U.S.A., who retires 
from the active list on Nov. 19, has arrived in San 
Francisco from Honolulu, and after spending a few 
days at the exposition will come to Washington. As 
General Carter owns a beautiful home in Washington, 
it is presumed that he will ma... his permanent residence 
at the Capital, which he has come to regard as his home. 
As was announced some time ago, Brig. Gen. Tasker I 
Bliss, U.S.A., succeeds General Carter in the grade of 
major gener: ul. There never w: as a more popular appoint- 
ment in the Army than this. There is an impression 
that General Bliss on account*of his distinguished service 
earned his major generalcy years ago and his promotion 
has been expected for some time. The appointment of 
Col. John EF. Morrison, 15th U.S. Inf., as_ brigadier 
general, to succeed Brig. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, appointed 
major general, was announced on Nov. 18. by the Secre- 
tary of War. As Colonel Morrison is an additional 
colonel, no promotions wiil follow his advancement. It 
is understood that Colonel Morrison’s selection was due 
to the endorsement of general officers of the Army. 
Colonel Morrison stands No. 42 on the list of Infantry 
colonels, and is at present on duty at Tientsin, China. 
In filling the vacancy in the grade of brigadier general 
created by the promotion of General Bliss an effort was 
made by the General Staff to establish a policy for pro- 
rating the general officers of the Army among the different 
arms of the Service. When the matter was taken up 
originally it appeared to be a very simple problem in 
addition, subtraction and division, but up to only a few 
days before the time for determining to what arm the 
vacancy belonged the General Staff had not agreed upon 
the solution. The first question to decide was whether 
the major generals should be taken into consideration in 
making the computation. In the years past only 
brigadier generals were considered in the distribution 
of appointments, but upon mature consideration it was 
decided to include major generals. Then the question 
came up as to whether staff corps officers who were 
appointed were to be considered in pro-rating between 
the different arms. It was urged by some members of 
the General Staff that the staff corps officers who are 
appointed brigadiers should be credited to the arm from 
which they were originally detailed. According to this 
plan Generai Carter would be credited to the Cavalry, 
General Bliss to the Artillery and General Barry to the 
Infantry. This scheme was evidently agreed to and the 
vacancy in the grade of brigadier general goes to the In- 
fantry. If this contention had been rejected it would 
have been allotted either to the Cavalry or the Field 
Artillery. 

In all probability Colonel Morrison when he is com- 
missioned brigadier general will be assigned to command 
one of the brigades on the border. When Gen. M. M. 
Macomb retires next year General Morrison will prob- 
ably be detailed as President of the Army War College. 
Gen. J. P. Wisser, as we have previously announced, 
takes command of the Hawaiian Department, while 
General Strong has been assigned to Schofield Barracks, 
Honolulu. Gen. J. F. Bell succeeds Gen. A. Murray in 
command of the Western Department. 


The Comptroller informs P.A. Paymr. U. R. Zivnuska, 
U.S.N., that in the case of a man undergoing imprison- 
ment at Mare Island “the law makes no charge upon 
the money due at date of conviction but applies to ‘any 
money that may be to the credit of prisoners when dis- 
charged. The money due on conviction is sometimes 
needed for important purposes, such as the support of 
a dependent family or, as in these cases, to assist in the 
man’s defense, and it would seem arbitrary and unjust 
to construe the provision for transportation on discharge 
as prohibiting the payment of money due at time otf 
conviction. When there is no indebtedness the sum 
reserved for forfeiture rapidly accumulates and by 
Paragraph 69 of Rules and Regulations for the Govern- 
inent of U.S. Naval Prisons, ete., it may be applied to 
the expense of transportation on discharge.”

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President Wilson should call to account Assistant 
Secretary of Labor Louis F. Post for his declaration that 
soldiers of the U.S. Army are “mere feudal serfs.” 
Because someone started the old Philippine song, “Damn, 
Damn the Insurrectos,” at aX annual dinner of the 
Military Order of the Carabao the President reprimanded 
several high ranking and distinguished Army and Navy 
officers, who were held accountable for the result of 
the rollicking spirit of the occasion. Should not our 
soldiers and sailors who shed their blood at Vera Cruz 
and for two years have been posing on the border as 
targets for Mexican bullets have as much consideration 
as the rebellious Filipinos? Surely the President cannot 
afford to let pass unnoticed such an anarchistic, if not 
traitorous, attack as the Assistant Secretary of Labor 
made upon the Army at a meeting of the Missouri 
Society in Washington on Nov. 138. “Can we not have 
a military preparedness that will satisfy the most fearful 
and yet cultivate the other spirit and aid in letting the 
military spirit die out?’ asked Mr. Post. “I wonder if 
we could not make better the military spirit. Instead 
of having a large standing Army, a group of men actuated 
by military spirit, with a few officers and many men as 
their serfs, could we not have a true citizen soldier? 
And I can see many men under such a system being 
trained in other than military ways during four years 
of service. Why couldn’t those trained soldiers be taught 
trades at the same time? As it is now, three years are 
spent to make mere feudal serfs to some West Point 
graduate. ” Of course, the idea of having a man enlist 
in the Army to learn a trade is mere chatter. It never 
has been proposed by anyone who has any knowledge of 
what is required to train a man to defend his country 
in the event of war. Still, if it entertained his audience 
no objections can be raised to Mr. Post’s rehashing this 
discarded suggestion. The ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL 
appeals to the President to protect the patriotic men 
who wear the uniform of the U.S. Army from such a 
vicious attack by a member of his official family. If 
a soldier’s song is to be taken as an expression of the 
attitude of the Administration toward the Philippine 
Islands, how much more serious consideration should be 
given to a public address given by an assistant member 
of the Cabinet? If Mr. Post was not speaking for the 
Administration when he called soldiers “mere serfs” 
the President should let the country know it.

Before the Haytian constabulary can be organized it 
will be necessary for Congress to enact a law authorizing 
Marine Corps officers to enter the service of the civil 
government of the island. It is planned to detail about 
thirty-five Marine Corps officers to serve with the new 
constabulary, but before this can be done Congress must 
take action. In the meantime, upon instructions from 
the State Department, the preliminary work of organiz- 
ing a force of about 1,500 native troops is under way. 
It is understood that the natives are being recruited and 
drilled, so that the bringing into existence of the con- 
stabulary will be short work after Congress has passed 
the necessary legislation. U.S. marines in Hayti on Nov. 
17 captured the rebel stronghold, Fort Riviere. Many 
fasta rebels, it is reported, were killed during the 
fighting, among them being the rebel chief, Josafa 
Joseph. There were no American casualties. Only a 
few of the rebel defenders of the fort escaped to the 
mountains, and most of the rebels were captured with 
their arms. The fall of Fort Riviere is regarded as 
practically the end of the opposition to the government 
of President Sudre Dartiguenave. First Lieut. E. A. 
Osterman, Marine Corps, was slightly wounded in the 
arm in a brush with hostile Haytians Noy. 12 along 
the Bahon Railway, east of Cap Haitien. The State 
Department received official word Nov. 12 that the Senate 
of Hayti had approved the treaty with the United States 
providing for a virtual American protectorate over the 
country. The vote as conveyed to the State Department 
was 26 to 7. The treaty will go before the U.S. Senate 
at the coming session of Congress. 
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What was considered the most spectacular event at 
the closing night of the horse show at New York city 
on Noy. 13 was the special jumping class for officers’ 
mounts, in which Regular Army officers and their mounts 
went over one of the hardest courses ever laid at Madison 
Square Garden. The class was for a prize of $200 offered 
by Lieut. Gerald T. Hanley, of the Rhode Island Militia, 
and was won by Obey, with Capt. C. Sidney Haight, 
oth U.S. Cav., in ~ saddle. Second place went to Sir 
Dixon, ridden by Capt. William Mitchell, Sig. Corps, 
U.S.A., and True Heart, ridden by Capt. R. G. Alexander, 
Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., was third. The summary fol- 
lows: Jumpers, for U.S. Regular Army ofhecers’ horses, 
to be shown over a course as follows: Brush fence, about 
t feet 8 inches, gate about same height, post and rails 
same height, brush fence same height, rail fence same 
height and stone wall.

The War Department is now facing a deficit of 
$75,000 in the mileage appropriation for the current 
fiscal year. This is due to the passage by Congress of 
the two-year Philippine service law without making any 
additional appropriations. The amendment to the last 
Army Appropriation bill which provides for the reduc- 
tion of the tour in the Philippines from three to two 
years was passed without a recommendation from the 
War College. In fact, the Se:retary of War protested 
against it, and the members of the military committees 
were informed that it would increase the cost of main- 
taining the Army. But all advice of the authorities at 
the War Department was ignored, and Congress added 
something like $75,000 to the cost of maintaining the 
Army at a time when it was endeavoring to find some 
way to reduce the expenses of the military establishment. 
This only is one-of many increases that have been made 
by Congress simply because it will not accept the recom- 
mendations of the Department.

Major Gen. Arthur Murray, U.S.A., commander of 
the Western Department, is in Washington for a few 
days on private business.

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RECENT DEATHS. 

Brig. Gen. Rodney Smith, U.S.A., retired, died at his 
home at Brandon, Vt., Nov. 12, 1915. He was born in 
Vermont Jan. 3, 1829, and fought through the Civil War 
in the Army of the Potomac and in the Department of 
the South. On Feb. 23, 1864, he was appointed a pay- 
master with the rank of major by President Lincoln. 
In 1881 General Smith was promoted to be deputy pay- 
master general, with the rank of lieutenant colonel, and 
in 1886 was appointed assistant paymaster general with 
the rank of colonel. General Smith was retired for age 
in 1893. He was advanced to the rank of brigadier 
general in 1904 for Civil War service. A son, Rodney 
H. Smith, is a first lieutenant in the Coast Artillery. 
He married Miss Julia Ellen Coates, of Peru, IIl., in 





1875. 

Major Harry Lee Pettus, of the Quartermaster 6 
Corps, U.S.A., died at the Westmoreland, Washington, 
D.C., Nov. 14, 1915, after a protracted illness. He was 


original lly appointed to the Service as a captain in the 
Volunteer Army during the Spanish War, June 14, 1899. 
Ile entered the Regular Service as a captain in the 
Quartermaster’s Department, Feb. 2, 1901, after taking 
part in the Philippine campaign, and was stationed at 
Manila for several years. He was afterwards in charge 
of the Army transport Logan. While stationed in Wash- 
ington he was depot quartermaster, and under his sup- 
ervision the Walter Reed Hospital was completed.

the hearing of the Secretary before the Military Com- 
mittee, Jan. 12, 1915, Senator Chamberlain wrote to 
the Secretary, Jan. 26, 1915, objecting to these bills, as 


they were a continuation of the system of piecemeal 
legislation, when it was time to adopt a definite Army 
policy. He called attention to the report of the General 
Staff setting forth our military needs, after a careful 
study of the subject for two years. Up to the present 
time, said the Senator, no general bill based upon this 
document has been submitted to Congress. He asked 


the Secretary to send him a bill based upon the report 
of the General Staff, saying: “I do not think that Con- 
gress should be asked for what the War Department 
thinks it can get, but for what the country actually 


needs.” Ile expressed his readiness to do his part to 
carry out the recommendations of the General Staff. 
The Secretary agreed with the Senator as to the 


importance of proceeding along the lines of a definite 
military policy, but he was reiuctant to submit a_ bill 
embracing the whole subject of Army reorganization, 
and stated, in a letter to Senator Chamberlain, that the 
General Staff had never passed upon such a_ bill, nor 
had it passed upon the question whether it would be 
advisable in view of all the considerations ‘“‘to present 
one comprehensive bill dealing with the whole situation 


at one time.’ As only the regular appropriation bills 
could be passed then, he would postpone the subject for 
future action. This, it will be noted, was nearly a 
year ago. 

Before he left Washington for his home Senator 


Chamberlain reinforced this letter in an interview which 
called attention to the growing sentiment for prepared- 
ness. He expressed the hope that the War Department 
would send to the approaching session of Congress a 
well digested and comprehensive study of the military 
necessities of the country. On March 31° Secretary 
Garrison replied to this in a statement which was given 
out at the War Department. Hie called attention to the 
General Statt “Report on the Organization of the Land 
Forces of the United States,” published in 1912, “for 
the consideration of the Army, the National Guard, and 
all others who are interested in the development of a 
sound military policy for the nation.” He had thought 
it best to have the whole matter re-studied. He hoped 
that this would result in a clearly and succinctly ex- 
pressed statement, accompanied by the reasons therefor 
and without any taint of exaggeration, of the following 
things:

It is with the foregoing general purpose in 
mind that I have directed the renewed study of this 
subject.”

REPORTS ON THE ANCONA SINKING. 
The State Department at 
the text of the 


Washington made = pnblic 
Italian and Austrian 
governments in regard to the sinking of the Italian pas- 
senger steamer Ancona by Austrian submarine attack 
and the consequent loss of life. The Italian statement, 
made public on Noy. 15, says that “without any warning 
whatsoever, without even a blank shot,” the submarine 
encountered by the Ancona opened fire, shelling not only 
the ship, but even the lifebeats in which passengers were 
seeking refuge, so that many were killed outright or 
wounded, and in all more than two hundred men, women 
and children lost their lives. The Austrian statement. 
made public on Nov. 17, says on the other hand that 
the “submarine fired warning shot across bow of 
steamer, whereupon latter fled at full speed. * * #* 
Escaping steamer pursued and fired on by submarine, 
but did not stop until receiving several hits. Forty-five 
minutes given passengers and crew to leave ship, on 
which greatest panic reigned. * * * After about 
fifty minutes submarines, submerged on account rapidly 


notes from. the 


approaching vessel, torpedoed Ancona, which did not 
sink until further lapse of forty-five minutes. If many 
passengers lost lives blame rests entirely with crew, 


because instead of stopping upon warning shots fled and 
compelled submarine to fire, and because crew endeavored 
save only themselves and not passengers, for which there 
was ampie time and means. Story that submarine fired 
upon loaded boats and people in water is malicious 
fabrication, for reason ammunition much too valuable 
for submarine, if for no other. No further shot fired 
after vessel stopped.” So our State Department is left 
to take its choice. This recalls the fable of the lion 
and the lamb. 

_U.S. Consul Mason, sent to Bizerte to interview sur- 
vivors, reported to Washington what he had learned 
from Dr. Cecile Greil, of New York, so far as is now 
known the only American survivor of the Ancona. He 
cabled from Algiers as follows: “Cecile Greil. intelligent, 


impartial witness. Deposition not conclusive as to 
whether any efforts made to es: ‘cape by Ancona. First 
intimation danger when she was in dining saloon. Dis- 


turbance on deck, stoppage, 


or blowing of engines, fol- 
lowed shortly by a shock 


which shook the vessel. Her 


testimony proves that bombardment lasted forty-five 
minutes and was continued after vessel had stopped, 
killing and wounding many persons. She saw destruction 
of vessel by torpedo; saw red and white flag and six 
cannon on submarine.’’ Secretary Lansing stated that 
Mrs. Greil’s affidavit was apparently conclusive proof 
of the bombardment of the Ancona after it had stopped.

COURT-MARTIAL OF 

The G.C.M. at San Francisco, Cal., 
Gen. William lL. Sibert is president, for the trial of 
Lieut. Col. Lewis I. Goodier, J.A.G. Dept., U.S.A., who 
is accused of inspiring junior aviation officers at San 
ltiego to bring charges against their commandant, Capt. 
Arthur 8S. Cowan, Sig. Corps, was held up fur some days 
awaiting the arrival of Ist Lieut. Edgar S. Gorrell, 
aviation officer, Signal Corps, who was ordered by the 
War Department on Noy. 11 to proceed to San Francisco 
and report as a witness. ‘The court resumed its sessions 
on Noy. 15, Lieutenant Gorrell having arrived from 
San Diego. 

After deliberating less than an hour and a half on the 
afternoon of Noy. 18 the court-martial brought in a 
sealed verdict, which will be sent to the Secretary of War. 
Chose at department headquarters in San Francisco who 
have been following the case from its inception expressed 
the belief that Colonel Goodier has been exonerated on 
all of the charges and specifications, basing their opinion 
on the belief that no verdict that would involve even a 
reprimand of Lieutenant Colonel Goodier could be found 
by the court in consideration of the mass of involved 
testimony in so short a time. 

William EF. Humphrey, civilian counsel for Lieutenant 
Colonel Goodier, began his closing argument for the 
defense on Noy. 18, sbinahion conditions in the Army 
Aviation Service and the men at the head of it. He

said: “At this time, when aviation is so important a 
part of the nation’s defense and such men as Colonel 
Reber and Captain Cowan stand at the head of the 


service, it is an invitation to disaster. ‘The evidence 
here has shown that favoritism and incompetence run 
riot in the Service, and with it are coupled the strong- 
arm methods of Tammany.’ 

In his Me in behalf of Colonel Goodier his mili- 
tary counsel, Captain Green, said: “A conspiracy has 
been disclosed wherein Colonel Reber was seeking to 
dominate the Aviation Service, and any othcer who dared 


to stand up and had the backbone to make a complaint 
would have had his head knocked off.” 
Lieutenant Gorrell, who is secretary of the aviation 


school at San Diego, was called to lay before the court 
the pecans showing the actual amount of flying done 
by Captain Cowan and Capt. William Lay Vlatter- 
son. Both oflicers drew flying pay to which they were 
not entitled, according to the contention of the defense. 
Lieutenant Gorrell was also expected to testify regarding 
general conditions at the school, with particular refer- 
ence to the assertion of Capt. Townsend EF. Dodd that 
he was detailed to Brownsville, Texas, to assume charge 
of an aviation squad when the only aeroplane at that 
place was of a type that had been condemned officially 
as unsafe. 

The most important part of the testimony at recent 
sessions of the court was the following: Capt. Dennis 
I. Quinlan, Cay., denied emphatically that he ever had 
informed Lieut. Col. Samuel Reber that Lieutenant 
Colonel Goodier had informed nim (Quinlan) “that he 
did not care whether or not his actions were irregular, 
but that he was going to drive that ——- Cowan out 
of the Service.” Lieutenant Colonel Reber stated a few 
minutes previously that Captain Quinlan had made such 
a statement to him in Washington some time in August. 
The late Lieut. Walter R. Taliaferro, who was killed 
in an aeroplane accident on Oct. 11, in September last 
made a record flight at San Diego. This question was 
asked Lieutenant Colonel Reber: “In a letter to Captain 
Cowan dated Sept. 18 did you write this: ‘I would have 
preferred to have seen some other person than Taliaferro 
make it (the record flight). Can you not get somebody 
to beat this record, as I ae to take care of the Talia- 
ferro case after the Goodier case is settled?" “I did,” 
Colonel Reber replied. He aise admitted the authorship 
of a secret cipher he had sent Captain Cowan for use 
in letters and telegrams relative to the Goodier-Cowan 
case. He said he invented it only for the purpose of 
preventing men in his office who handled letters and 
= rams from finding food for gossip in the case. 

Capt. Townsend F. Dodd, Sig. Corps, stated that 

Captain Cowan failed to warn him that a certain type 
of aeroplane found to be entirely defective when tested 
at the San Diego school during a leave by Captain 
Dodd, and reported defective and dangerous by Asst. 
Naval Constr. Jerome C. Hunsaker, U.S.N., and Capt. 
Virginius E. Clark, Sig. Corps, was dangerous. Captain 
Dodd said that Captain Cowan had plenty of time to 
warn him of the defective machine before he left San 
Diego for Brownsville, but he learned of the fact only 
because he accidentally met Captain Clark, who informed 
him of it. Captain Dodd also testified that when he 
eee his charges against Captain Cowan to that 
officer, Captain Cowan said that he knew he had not been 
flying enough to even learn how to handle a machine 
properly, but that he thought that he could learn to fly 
that he could not see the necessity of becoming a military 
(aed and that he wanted to know if it would satisfy 

Captain Dodd's conscience any if he (Cowan) would go 
ahead and qualify as an aviator. This was after Captain 
Cowan had drawn “flying pay” for two years. with 
Colonel Reber’s consent, Captain Dodd said. 

Lieut. Lewis E. Goodier, jr., Coast Art., son of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Goodier, who is under treatment at the 
Letterman General Hospital, and has already had two 
severe accidents in flying, testified that he could see no 
reason why, if he recovered from the present injuries, 
he would not be fitted for aviation duty again, and that 
he would like to continue flying. Lieut. Robert Hi. 
Willis, jr., oe Corps, said it was common knowledge 
among the § San Diego aviators that ( ‘aptain Cowan was 
‘gunning” for them because they were dissatisfied with 
the conduct of the school. Lieutenant Colonel Goodier 
on the witness stand deplored the injuries to his son. 
“T was afraid, always afraid, that he would be killed by 
flying in unsafe aeroplanes,” he said. ‘That’s why I 
took a hand in this affair. He was greatly injured in a 
fall from a machine he was testing (Nov. 4, 1915). 
Twice before that my boy had all but been killed. He 
and his brother officers said the machines were death 
traps, and that the boys were left alone to fly by them- 
selves, uninstructed. I couldn't stand it any longer, 
gentlemen.”” Lieutenant Colonel Goodier said he thought 
he had as much right to prefer charges against Captain 
Cowan as any other officer had. Ile said he had no 
malice against Captain Cowan, and. in preferring th« 
charges had only the good of the Army at heart. He 
denied using any insulting language against any officer 
connected with the case.

Y.M.C.A. ESSAY - COMP ETITION. 

The Army and Navy Department of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association in response to a general demand 
is again conducting this year a national prize essay con- 
test in which enlisted men are invited to compete. There 
are two separate contests, one for the Army and one for 
the Navy and Marine Corps, with five handsome medals 
for each division—first prize, gold;; second, silver; and 
the three next of bronze. In the contest conducted last 
year for the first time, as Mr. Edgar MacNaughten, sec 
retary Army and Navy Department, Y.M.C.A., informs 
us, more than thirty posts and stations were represented, 
extending all the way from the Atlantic coast to the 
Philippines and the Canal Zone, and the compositions 
showed careful thought and preparation. This year 
essays to be submitted must be the original thought of 
the writer, upon one of the given topics; they must con- 
tain from 1.200 to 1,500 words, the exact number being 
stated at the end of the essay. They should be signed 
with the full name and address and wailed to ‘Prize 
Essay Contest, 124 East T'wenty-eighth street, New York 
city.” The contest closes Feb. 22, 1916, and no essay 
bearing postmark later than that date will be consid- 
ered. The awards will be announced April 15, 1916. 

The essays will be judged by three representative men, 
consisting of Rear Admiral Purnell F. Harrington, U.S. 
N., retired; FE. L. Shuey, director of the advertising de- 
partment of the Lowe Brothers Company, Dayton, Ohio ; 
and George B. Hodge, educational secretary of the in- 
ternational committee, Y.M.C.A., New York city. The 
factors considered will be the matter presented; manner 
of treatment; correctness of construction; and neat- 
ness, One topic only is to be chosen, from the follow- 
ing list: “Is Military or Naval Training Desirable for 
all Citizens; and If So, How May It Best Be Secured?” 
“Ts Vocational Training During the Term of Enlist- 
ment Practicable ; and If So, How May It Best be 
Given?’ “How Can the Enlisted Man Have Agreeable 
and Wholesome Social Relationships in the Community 
in Which He May Find Himself?’ “What Should Be 
the Future Policy of the United States Toward the 
Philippine Islands?”

I.—See. 1, Par. L, G.O. 31, War D., 1911, as amended by 
Par. III., G.O. 147, War D., 1911, relating to the employment 
of enlisted men on extra duty, is rescinded and the following 
substituted therefor: 

1. An enlisted man employed on extra duty as clerk in the 
office of a coast defense artillery engineer or a coast defense 
ordnance officer, as switchboard operator at a seacoast forti 
fication, or interior post, or an enlisted man of the line of the 
\rmy or of the Signal Corps employed on extra duty in Alaska 
on the Washington-\laska military cable and telegraph system, 
for a period of not less than ten days is entitled to extra- 
duty pay for the actual number of days so employed, except 
that the annual appropriation does not permit of the employ- 
ment of the clerk for the purposes of pay for more than six 
days a week. In other words, Sundays must be excluded from 
the muster of a man employed as clerk in the office of a coast 
defense artillery engineer or a coast defense ordnance officer, 
his right to extra-duty pay for all other days in the year, in 
cluding holidays, being dependent upon actual employment. 
There is no restriction against the employment of a man as 
switchboard operator or a man on extra duty in Alaska on the 
Washington-Alaska military cable and telegraph system for 
each day in the year, including Sundays and holidays. 

2. When an enlisted man is first detailed on extra duty, or 
while in the performance of extra duty he is discharged and 
re-enlisted on the next day after discharge and his detail is 
continued under his new enlistment, the first pay-roll on which 
he is mustered for extra-duty pay, and subsequent pay-rolls 
until paid, will recite in the column of remarks the nature of 
the extra duty, the number, date, and source of the order 
announcing his detail, the dates of the beginning and ending 
of the time for which so employed during the period covered 
by the muster and the number of days for which he has 
actually performed the extra duty. The number, date, and 
source of the order is not required to be cited on the pay-rolls 
subsequent to those named above. In case of the relief of an 
enlisted man from extra duty the pay-roll for the month in 
which relieved should state the number, date, and source of 
the order announcing his relief. If the period employed on 
extra duty during the period covered by the pay-roll is less 
than ten days the remarks on the pay-roll will show whether 
the soldier has performed such duty for ten or more days 
under the same detail, When extra duty is actually performed 
on Sundays or holidays the fact will be specifically stated on 
the pay-rolls. 

3. The following examples indicate the remarks to be placed 
on the pay-roll in the usual cases: Ps ee office coast defense 
artillery engineer, July 1 to» 31, 1915, 27 days, worked 1 
holiday ;"’ ‘Switchboard operator, July 1 to 31, 1915, 31 
days, worked 4 Sundays and 1 holiday;'’ ‘‘Employed on extra 
duty on Washington-Alaska military cable and tele ‘graph sys- 
tem, July 1 to 31, 1915, 31 days, vaiuen 4 Sundays and 1 
holiday.’’ In the case described in Par. 2 of this order the 
pay-rolls will show the information required by such paragraph 
in addition to that indicated by the above examples.

Extraordinary precautions are being taken in keep- 
ing secret the specifications for battleships No. 43 and 
No. 44, bids for which have been asked by the Navy De- 
partment. The specifications have been given to pros- 
pective bidders with the injunction that the details for 
their construction should be kept in the strictest con- 
fidence. It is surmised that the effort of the Navy De- 
partment to keep the specifications secret as long as 
possible is due to the plan which has been worked out 
in the Department for a defense against attack by sub- 
marines. It has been no secret at the Department that 
all the bureaus have been wrestling with the submarine 
problem in getting up plans for the new ships. It is 
not believed that much effort will be made to secure pro- 
tection against submarine attacks by increasing the 
thickness of armor plate. More, it is thought, can be 
accomplished by changes in hull construction. One 
method, it is surmised, will be by increasing the space 
between the inner and outer skin of the hull. It is 


stated that in some places the distance between the 
inner and outer skin of the hull may be as much as 
twenty feet. What can be accomplished sometimes by

to the destroyer Warrenton, which occurred about three 
years ago. The Warrenton was struck by a large 
schooner and some sixty feet of her stern was sheared 
off. Yét she was towed into port and repaired without 
much difficulty. It is understood that under the new 
plans for the construction of the battleship hulls it 
would be possible to blow a large hole in the ship with- 
out sinking it. Considerable interest is being taken 
in the question as to whether Secretary Daniels will con- 
fer the name of North Carolina on either battleship 
No. 43 or No. 44. Ever since he placed at the 
head of the Department he has been expected to give 
the name of his native state to one of the new battle- 
ships. In some quarters it is believed that he may be 
holding back for one of the new battle cruisers, which, it 
is expected, will be authorized by the next Naval Ap- 
propriation bill. This is one of the things which the 
Secretary refuses to discuss. Among the states that will 
be “candidates” for the new battleships are Maryland, 
Tennessee, Montana, Washington, Colorado, South Da- 
kota and North Carolina. The names of these states 
are now attached to cruisers, and the plan is to have 
all of the capital ships named after states.

Hon. William E. Chandler, Secretary of the Navy in 
the Cabinet of President Arthur and subsequently U.S.

its statement? lave we drifted toward war or away 
from war? Ilas the policy we have pursued—largely 
through the inevitable pressure of Fate—brought safety 
or danger?

statutes are set at naught at home. Would this have 
been the case had we taken the steps followed by every 
other neutral nation in the civilized world, announcing 
plainly to all belligerents by acts, and not by words, that 
we intended to preserve our rights, and the rights of 
neutrals in general, no matter what the cost? That is, 
had the President. and Congress put an adequate military 
force in training, considering in determining the ques 
tion of adequacy the length of time required to convert 
civilians into fighting men, and had they placed the Navy 
on a war footing? It was in view of this requirement of 
time that we immediate 
ago to start the work of preparation. 
On Feb, 20 we said: “Foreign nations not only realize

that we are not prepared to defend ourselves, but are 
under the impression that we will be.” Would 
it have been necessary to notes, protests and 
remonstrances to the belligerent Powers, endlessly and 
without effect, if this country had been placed in a posi- 
tion enabling it to enforce its just rights and liberties?

As we pointed out before, the mobilization for training 
of a sufficient number of the able-bodied citizenry of the 
country of military age, that is the Militia of the Consti- 
tution, and the simultaneous recruiting of the Organized 
Militia and of the Regular Army and Navy to war 
strength, would provide a sufficient military force, and the 
moral effect alone of such vigorous action would compel 
consideration across the seas. Incidentally this would be 
the quickest, easiest and, in the long run, certainly the 
cheapest way to solve the vexed question of national 
defense. With the Organized Militia at war strength 
and given a thorough, extended course of training in 
the field; with a full-sized Regular Army even as now pro- 
vided for by law and a reasonable increase in its strength ; 
and with a sufficient number of the unorganized Militia 
in training, at the end of a year’s time we should have a 
satisfactory platform upon which to erect a permanent 
system of national defense. But, of course, all these 
considerations are secondary to the fact that we need 
an immediate increase in our defense forces, in order to 
maintain the peace which bas been such a blessing to 
us in the past fifteen months of tumult and war. This 
can only be obtained through the increase of our Regular 
Army. 

Two ways stretch before us. One way lies along the 
path of shiftless unpreparedness, and at the end of it 
is danger. The other way follows the busy path of eth- 
cient preparation and forethought, and in the near 
distance stands safety. This is not a matter for politics 
or for personal prejudice. It is a matter vital to all of 
us, to the new citizen as well as to the native-born. 
Upon it depends whether or not the United States shall 
continue as a world Power, extending the mantle of its 
protection over all who enter its gates, enforcing the 
obligations due from the older nations, which are 
abandoning, one by one, under stress of necessity, the 
vulnerable laws of civilization. 

It is unthinkable to us that Congress would refuse 
to provide the means required if the President were to 
exercise his authority to summon a_suflicient number 
of Militia as defined under the Constitution. It is equally 
unthinkable that the people would not respond enthu- 
siastically to such an appeal, as the history of our coun- 
try shows that every President who has adopted a bold 
stand in national crises has received the whole-hearted 
support of the vast majority of citizens. It is the nature 
of Americans to rally to their President and the country 
he represents when the things we stand for are in 
danger—as they are to-day. 

Every true American must feel keenly the contempt 
with which we are viewed from abroad, and rightly s¢ 
viewed if our present attitude of non-resistance is to 
continue. We are proclaiming to the whole world that 
we are more concerned with the accumulation of wealth 
than with the development of manhood, and have no 
interest in the agonizing struggles of the old world except 
to@rofit pecuniarily by its distress. The result to follow 
is as certain as the movement of the stars in their 
courses. The nation in which wealth accumulates and 
men decay is doomed. ‘There can be no question of the 
fact that an enormous loss of prestige has resulted from 
the timidity we have shown thus far in dealing with a 
situation that called for prompt and vigorous action. 
In the estimation of the foreigners who are showing such 


a spirit of sublime courage and self-sacrifice there is 
stamped upon the brow of every American that epithet 
to deserve which were worse than death, namely 
Coward,

WITHHOLDING MILITARY INFORMATION. 

It would appear that Secretary of War Garrison is not 
personally responsible for the report issued from the 
War Department in his name. Ilis loyalty to the 
Administration of which he is a member required him 





to sacrifice his own convictions in making his recom- 
mendations to Congress on the subject of preparedness. 
Those who have studied his first annual report and read 
his public utterances realize that the program which has 
been adopted is not one that represents Mr. Garrison's 
ideas, as shown in his outline of policy published two 
weeks ago. It is not in harmony with the plans that 
he had announced when the President authorized him to 
prepare a report on the question of land defense. At 
that time Mr. Garrison explained that the report that 
was to be sent to the next Congress would be really an 
elaboration of the report of 1912. He made no secret 
of his intention to be guided by the recommendations 
of the War College. 

It will be remembered that after Secretary Garrison 
sent his first report to the President it was held for five 
or six weeks without any action. It was during this 
period that the President was visited by Senator Kern, 
of Indiana, the leader of the Senate; Representative 
Kitchin, of North Carolina, the leader of the Hlouse, and 
a number of other “small Army” men. From an abso- 
lutely reliable source it has been learned that it was 
then that the President decided to reject the War Col- 
lege’s report. ITlostility toward the military authorities 
has been further indicated by the decision this week not 
to make the War College report public until after 
Congress convenes in December. This report is treated 
as if it were one of the regular annual reports from the 
bureaus in the Department. It is realized that the coun- 
try’s attention is now centered on the question of national 


defense. Earnest and thoughtful men, without regard 
to party affiliations, are seeking light upon the subject. 
They want the very best advice as to what should be 
done and have been expecting expert opinions from the 
War Department, and the President in his letter on 
the subject given out in June promised to give this to the 
country. 

The President was appealed to this week to permit 
the publication of the report by the Secretary, who, it 
is known, favored giving out not only his own repoit, 
but the report of the War College two months ago. Not 
only the Secretary of War, but a number of prominent 
advocates of national defense have urged that the War 
College report be published before Congress convenes, 
so that the members of Congress may have an opportu- 
nity to discuss it with their constituents. But this small 
favor has been refused. It is the evident purpose to 
get all the members of Congress into Washington, where 
they can be reached more easily and where they will 
have less time to consider the report. But despite all 
of these efforts the War College report will be considered 
by Congress and the country when it made public. 

Iivery event in the European war emphasizes the im- 
portance of allowing the military authorities to control 
military affairs. The time was when the people could 
be deluded by demagogiec attacks upon Army officers, but 
now thinking men begin to recognize them as the highest 
authority on military affairs, and they will not be satis- 
fied if the War College recommendations are disregarded in 
legislating for the Army. We are informed that the War 
College plan provides for a much larger number of trained 
men and does not contain such temporizing ideas as are 
to be found in the much discussed Continental Army 
plan. It has not been the custom in the past to publish 
recommendations of the General Staff of the Army or 
the General Board of the Navy, Secretary Daniels having 
created a precedent in attaching the General Board's 
report to his own statement of the ships required by the 
Navy. But in a time like the present, when so much 
is at stake, it would seem to be advisable to discard 
precedent in the War Department, at least to the extent 
which has been allowed in the Navy Department. The 
people are entitled to know the expert opinion of the men 
the country pays to formulate its defense plans. It is 
quite safe to say that the War College plan differs sub- 
stantially from the plan adopted by the Administration.

MOTOR TRUCK TRANSPORTATION. 

Among the recommendations which will go to Congress 
this year will be one for the purchase of twenty-seven 
motor trucks and one supply truck for a motor truck 
company. This will take the place of the regular wagon 
train company which is assigned to a division. Other 
than in Hawaii the Army will still depend upon the 
mule for motor power with the troops. The transporta- 
tion of troops on the firing line in this country, unless 
there is something new and startling developed by the 
automobile manufacturers, will consist largely of wagons. 
It is the theory of the military authorities that in cross- 
country movement of troops and along country roads in 
the United States motor cars cannot be depended upon 
for the transportation of matériel. 





Conditions in Hawaii 
are considered similar to those in Europe, the islands 
having as fine a system of roads as most of the European 
countries. The motor truck company assigned to a 
division will be operated largely on good roads along 
lines of communication. On this account motor trucks 
can be used. For this purpose they will be more 
economical and make divisions more mobile. They will 
have a net capacity of 80,000 pounds, against 75,000 
pounds for wagon trains. The road space oceupied by 
auto trucks will be 336 yards, as compared to 540 yards 
for the wagon trains. The enlisted personnel of a motor 
truck company will consist of one auto truck 


master, 
sergeant; two assistant auto truck 


masters, sergeants; 
twenty-eight chauffeurs, sergeants; two 
corporals ; and two oilers, privates. 

Motor trucks seem to have solved the transportation 
problem for the Marine Corps. Although no official an- 
nouncement is made of the fact, in all probability all 
Marine Corps expeditions will be furnished with motor 
trucks and automobiles. To provide for this the Sec- 
retary of the Navy will probably ask Congress for funds 
to purchase twenty-five or thirty motor trucks which 
will be assigned to the Marine Corps. There is no room 
on the Navy transports for horses or mules, and the Ma- 
rine Corps in conducting expeditions to Central America 
and the West Indies has been compelled to rely on such 
means of transportation as it could secure wherever it 
landed. In a number of instances push carts have been 
used and ox carts have been frequently pressed into ser- 
vice. The first experience that the Marine Corps had 
with motor trucks was at Vera Cruz. When the officers 
of the corps were seizing every means of transportation 
in sight, such as ox carts, one horse express wagons and 
push carts, two motor trucks which were destined for 
Mexico City were found in the freight house. They 
were promptly seized, and it was soon found that more 
material could be transported from the dock to the 
troops with these two motor trucks than with all other 
vehicles in Vera Cruz. When the expedition was sent 
to Hayti the Marine Corps purchased six motor trucks 
for experimental purposes. They have beén a success 
beyond the expectations of the advocates of the use of 
motor cars in connection with the Marine Corps. The 
main roads in Hayti are in fairly good condition, and 
they have been negotiated without very much difficulty. 
One of the ingenious non-commissioned officers has trans- 


machinists, 


formed a machine into an armored automobile, which is 
said to be proving very effective in terrorizing the ban- 
dits of the island, although it is an improvised affair. 
Motor trucks are not only being used to transport sup- 
plies, but to pull the field artillery which is with the 
Haytian expedition. There are sixteen 3-nch field guns 
with the Marine Corps Field Artillery organization, and 
they are being handled very satisfactorily by the use of 
motor trucks instead of horses.

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In working out the Navy personnel problem the 
Roosevelt board has decided to create a reserve list on 
entirely different lines from any that have been suggested 
in previous recommendations by the Navy Department 
The reserve list is to be used in putting into effect a 
system of promotion by selection. It is planned to 
have the system of promotion by selection and the reserve 
list take the place of the old “Plucking Board.” For 
instance, when the time comes to promote captains their 
records will be sent to all the admirals on the active 
list. After a study of these records the admirals will 
arrange the captains in order of their efficiency. This 
sort of a referendum vote by the admirals on the captains 
will be sent to the Secretary of the Navy, and from the 
names at the top of the majority of the lists the Secre- 
tary will select the captains who are to be advanced 
to the grade of admiral. Although the details have not 
all been worked out, in all probability this system of 
promotion by selection will include all of the grades 
down to lieutenant. Graduates of Annapolis will be 
advanced to the first three grades about as they are now, 
but when they reach the grade of lieutenant their pro- 
motion will depend upon a referendum vote of officers 
in the higher grade. For ten years the lieutenants will 
come up for promotion to lieutenant commander under 
this system, but at the end of that time if they are not 
selected out for promotion they will pass on to the 





reserve list. It is thought that the pay on the reserve ~ 


list will be about half active pay and officers on the re- 
serve list will not be called upon to perform active duty. 
The retired list will not be abolished, but officers will be 
retired only on account of physical disabilities and for 
age. It is possible that officers may be permitted to pass 
voluntarily to the reserve list upon the approval of the 
Secretary of the Navy. It is believed that it would 
be a better policy to permit the Secretary to determine 
whether officers should go on to the reserve list, as there 
might be times when they could not be spared. Having 
decided upon this policy for promotion and elimination, 
the Personnel board has taken up the question of an 
increase in the number of officers. The Secretary has 
informed the board that he will give favorable considera- 
tion to a reasonable increase. The Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy expects to have the report ready to submit 
to the Secretary before Congress convenes.

With its recommendations for an increase in the 
facilities at West Point the Scott board appointed by 
the Secretary of War may make a proposal for a new 
system of appointing cadets to the United States Mili- 
tary Academy. The present system of authorizing Con- 
gressmen to appoint a candidate and an alternate is 
not keeping the Academy up to its authorized strength. 
This is due to the failure of candidates to pass the ex- 
amination, to report for duty at the Academy after they 
have qualified, or, in some cases, to report at all. One 
system for the appointment of cadets, which is receiving 
most consideration, is to provide for competitive exam- 
inations in all Congressional districts, and for the states 
to select the quota allowed to Senators in the same way. 
It is suggested that before a candidate is allowed to 
take the examination he should have the approval! of his 
Congressman. A number of members of Congress have 
already adopted this system of filling their vacancies at 
both West Point and Annapolis. It relieves a Con- 
gressman of the responsibility of naming a candidate, 
and at the same time he is not deprived of his patronage. 
If a law should be passed by which the vacancies must 
be filled by competitive examination it is generally be- 
lieved that members of Congress would hail the change 
with delight. In providing for an increase of facilities 
at West Point the board, it is stated, will not indulge 
in any extravagant recommendations. It has under con- 
sideration plans for a new hospital, an additional mess 
room and additional stables. The suggestion for more 
officers’ quarters is not receiving very favorable consid- 
eration. If it is possible the board intends to keep the 
increased cost for buildings within the $2,000,000 mark. 
If this can be done, and at the same time provide for 
a hundred per cent. increase in the capacity of the 
Academy, it is believed that Congress will not hesitate 
to pass an appropriation for the increase at the next 
session. It will not be necessary to appropriate this 
entire amount this winter, but its expenditure should 
be authorized. 
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“In outlining a program of military preparation,” 
says the New York Medical Journal, “it is most essen- 
tial to plan that an adequate number of competent phy- 
sicians shall receive at least a modicum of training and 
instruction in the duties of a military surgeon. This 
can be best accomplished by providing opportunities for 
military instruction for the young, patriotic, and am- 
bitious physicians on whom in time of war we should 
have to depend to a large extent for our supply of mili- 
tary surgeons. We have already suggested the ad- 
vantages of a reserve medical corps for tke National 
Guard as a means of providing instruction in military 
medicine. A similar reserve corps should be provided 
for the proposed Continental Army.” 
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NATIONAL GUARD ASSOCIATION, U.S. 

The convention of the National Guard Association of 
the United States, which began at San Francisco, Cal., 
Noy. 9, and was attended by over 300 delegates, discussed 
and took action on matters of the greatest importance 
concerning national defense problems and the future of 
the National Guard. The views of the delegates as a 
whole were strongly against the proposed “Continental 
Army” as a visionary and dangerous scheme that will 
give the nation a false sense of security and is utterly 
impracticable. 

The convention, among other things, refused to indorse 
the plans of President Wilson for a Continental Army, 
but pledged support for any reasonable increase in the 
Regular Army recommended by the President. The dele- 
gates also put themselves on record as favoring Federal 
control of the National Guard, with Federal pay, and 
also favored an amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States giving the President the unquestioned 
right to order the National Guard in case of war to any 
part of the world. ; 

The convention was presided over by Brig. Gen. 
Thomas J. Stewart, the Adjutant General of Pennsyl- 
yania, its president, who was also re-elected to that 
office for the seventh term. An address made by Major 
Gen. John F. O’Ryan, commanding the National Guard 
of New York, so forcefully pointed out the present 
defects of the Constitution of the United States regard- 
ing the President’s authority over the National Guard, 
the need of Federal control and Federal pay, that the 
Association passed a resolution ordering some thousands 
of copies to be printed for distribution through the 
adjutants general of the different states. 

Assistant Secretary of War Henry S. Breckinridge 
made a strong plea for the support of the proposed 
Continental Army of “trained citizens,” and said, in part: 
“If the liberties of republics are to be maintained their 
military resources must be adequately translated into 
military strength. For the first time in the history of 
our country a settled and permanent military policy is 
proposed for the nation, There are those who say that 
it will not work. The answer is that it will have to 
work. And, furthermore, that if it will not work, then 
nothing adequate can be had except under the compelling 
hand of a militarism that none of us desires to con- 
template.” Brig. Gen. Albert L. Mills, U.S.A., Chief 
of the Division of Militia Affairs, War Department, 
advocated systematic courses of physical and military 
training in all public schools and said that he believed 
there should be a closer relationship between the National 
Guard and the public schools. “The schools should be 
a source of recruitment to the National Guard,” he said, 
“as well as a source of preparation for it.”” He denied 
that military training for boys hurt their sense of initia- 
tive, but said that it tended to develop it, and that the 
development of initiative is one of the objects of military 
training. He advocated the teaching of truthful Ameri- 
ean military history and the bringing frankly to light 
in the schoolroom the past military mistakes of the 
United States. General Mills complimented the Militia- 
men on their advancement in field work during the last 
year, but said that the progress in rifle practice “still 
remains not so satisfactory.” 

Brig. Gen. J. Clifford -R. Foster, the Adjutant General 
of Florida, as chairman of the executive committee made 
an interesting report on what had been done by the com- 
mittee relative to the proposed Militia legislation in 
Congress, and reported the remarks the Secretary of War 
made to members of the committee relative to his views 
on Federal pay for the National Guard and the plan 
for the proposed citizen army. Regarding the Federal 
pay for the National Guard Mr. Garrison had said, in 
part: “Io prevent any misunderstanding I wish to say 
this, that I cannot in any event initially propose the 
Pay bill as part of my scheme, and when I said that I 
would favor it and add my influence I did not mean 
and do not mean that I can include it in the recom- 
mendations that I have already made and which have 
already been made to Congress. What I do mean, and 
what I will do in the event of the things that were the 
basis of the questions to me, if the Pay bill is engrafted 
upon my plan, the other details of the plan being left 
as they are, is that I will not only not object to it, but 
I will say that under the circumstances I will favor 
its passage.” 

General Foster made the following recommendation on 
behalf of the committee, which was adopted: “That a 
bill be prepared either by this convention or by your 
executive committee which shall embrace the principle 
of Federal compensation for Militia service, and that the 
introduction in Congress of this bill be secured and its 
adoption urged upon the well established ground that 
this is necessary to meet the exactions of Militia service 
under its present standards, so as to insure the im- 
provement and development to the highest possible point 
of efficiency of this arm of the Service, because of its 
weli recognized value as a national military asset.” 

Senator Boise Penrose, of Pennsylvania, gave the 
Association his pledge to stand by the Militia at the next 
session of Congress. He said that in his opinion the 
United States should have the greatest Navy in the world, 
and went on record as favoring Federal military and 
naval academies, like West Point and Annapolis, main- 
tained on the Pacific coast. “Anyone willing to devote 
his years of manhood to the National Guard deserves 
well of his country,” said Senator Penrose, “and the least 
Congress can do at this time is to pass a National Guard 
Pay bill.” 

The convention unanimously voted to levy an assess- 
ment of $25 for each 500 men of the Militia in each 
state for the purpose of maintaining a lobby during the 
next session of Congress to look out for the interests 
of the National Guard. The legislative committee, after 


considering the report of the executive committee, the 
address of the Assistant Secretary of War and other 
matters submitted to it, recommended the following 


resolutions, which were adopted by the convention: 

“First, that this Association approve the increase in 
the Regular Army as recommended by the President of 
the United States. 

“Second, that this Association recommend the adoption 
by the Congress and ratification by the states of such an 
amendment to the Federal Constitution as, will make the 
Organized Militia of the United States available for 
Federal service, within or without the continental limits 
of the United States to the same extent that the Regular 
armies of the United States are by law available, grant- 
ing to the Congress the right to prescribe the training. 
discipline and equipment thereof, reserving to the several 
states the control of their forces in time of peace, the 
appointment of their officers in accordance with a uniform 
system to be prescribed by the Congress, and the organi- 
zation, location and arrangement of the units thereof, 
and providing for the organization of a Federal Militia 
in any state or states in which an Organized Militia 


shall not be maintained by the authorities thereof in 
accordance with national requirements. 

“Third, that this Association urge upon Congress that 
such legislation be enacted as will make the National 
Guard immediately available as the first line of the pro- 
posed citizenry army. 

“Fourth, that this Association recommend the enact- 
ment of the proposed legislation for the increase of the 
efficiency of the Organized Militia, embodying the prin- 
ciple of compensation for Militia service in order to meet 
the exactions of existing law. 

“Fifth, that the executive committee of this Association 
be authorized and directed to take all necessary steps to 
procure the enactment into law of the recommendations 
of the Association, including authority to call a special 
session of this Association if the same be deemed neces- 
sary. 

“The committee recommends that the paper submitted 
to it by Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, of New York, which 
makes a careful analysis of the entire situation, be read 
to the convention and printed for the information of the 
public generally. 

“As to the further matters submitted for the considera- 
tion of the committee, it recommends that authority be 
given by law to the heads of the executive department 
of the Federal Government to grant leaves of absence, 
without loss of time or pay or efficiency rating, to all 
Federal employees for the performance of military duty 
in the National Guard.” 

The convention re-elected the following officers of the 
National Guard Association of the United States: Presi- 


dent, Gen. Thomas J. Stewart, of Harrisburg, Pa.; 
secretary, Gen. Guy E. Logan, of Des Moines, Iowa; 
treasurer, Gen. Joseph A. Storch, of Fullerton, Neb. The

UNIVERSITY ADVISORY COMMITTER. 

The annual meeting of the Advisory Committee of 
University Presidents, formed to assist in the work of 
building up a national corps among college 
students, was held in the Century Association Building, 
New York city, on Nov. 17. John G. Hibben, president 
of Princeton University, was chairman, and Major Gen. 
Leonard Wood, representing the Government, was present 
to hear the opinions of the committee and make recom- 
mendations to Washington accordingly. A report was 
adopted recommending that the heads of all the colleges 
of the country encourage students to join the summer 
military training camps established by the Government 
for. the purpose of strengthening the campaign for 
national preparedness. The committee indorsed the work 
that has been done at the military camps and_ laid 
especial emphasis on the educational value of the training. 

The committee was formed three years ago at the 
suggestion of General Woced, who asked the heads of 
various institutions to aid in the development of the 
summer training camps of college students. Two addi- 
tional members were elected to the committee, Harry A. 
Garfield, president of Williams College, and A. C. 
Humphreys, president of Stevens Institute. Among those 
present at the meeting were President Henry S. Drinker, 
of Lehigh; President H. A. Garfield, of Williams; Chan- 
cellor gs” Eas Kirkland, of Vanderbilt University, and 
Brig. Gen. E. W. Nichols, superintendent of the Vir- 
ginia Military Institute. Others who are members but 
were unable to be present are the presidents of Harvard, 
Yale, Cornell, the universities of Michigan, Alabama, 
California, Illinois, and Dr. John H. Finley, Commis- 
sioner of Education of New York. 

fhe members of the committee discussed informally 
the benefits which have accrued from the Government's 
military camps and urged the continuation of the work 
on broader lines to increase the student enrolment. It 
was recalled that the first camps were established in the 
summer of 1913 at Gettysburg and at the Presidio. In 
1914 camps were established at Burlington, Vt., Asheville, 
N.C., and Ludington, Mich. This year more than 1,000 
students were enrolled, and an additional camp was 
opened at Plattsburg. 
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WOMEN’S NATIONAL DEFENSE CONFERENCE. 

More than three hundred women, representing a 
membership of 40,000 in the women’s section of the Navy 
League, held their first conference on Noy. 15 at the 
Hotel Willard in Washington. Resolutions were adopted 
calling upon President Wilson and Congress for increased 
military preparedness and a board of governors repre- 
senting the states was named. The conference was 
addressed by authorities on the military condition of 
the United States. The speeches were generously greeted 
by the women, many of them prominent society and club 
workers, and the impression given was that the women 
were as much in earnest for increasing our defensive 
preparations as the men. Members of the board of 
governors nominated were: Mrs. Alexander Van Rens- 
selaer, Philadelphia; Mrs. Charles R. Miller, wife of 
Governor Miller, of Delaware, and Mrs. Thomas A. 
Edison, of New Jersey. 

Col. R. M. Thompson, president of the Navy League, 
the first speaker, said that America must look after its own 
interests at the close of war in Europe and be prepared 
for any development. Franklin D. Roosevelt, Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy, said no stone must be left un- 
turned to provide the country with adequate defenses. 

Mrs. Reynold T. Hall, wife of Rear Admiral Hall, 
U.S.N., and president of the Society of Sponsors, made 
an earnest appeal for fair play for our Navy and asked 
American women to use their influence in behalf of a Navy 
strong enough to have a “fighting chance” if called upon 
to engage in a war with a first class Power. In her address 
Mrs. Hall said: “It gives me great pleasure to bring 
to this conference greetings from women who have had 
the honor of acting as sponsors for the fighting craft 
of our Navy. I have a great many letters from sponsors 
from all parts of our country, all strongly advocating 
national defense and increase of our Navy and Army, 
especially our Navy. They are far too numerous to be 
read, therefore I will convey one single and sufficient 
message from all sponsors in the words of their motto: 
‘Don’t give up the ship.’ This is in effect their pledge 
of enlistment for life service for the welfare of the Navy, 
our country’s first line of defense—our safest insurance 
against war. This sacred watchword should be to every 
American citizen an inspiration, and also a solemn 
warning of the danger to our nation of having our Navy 
of inadequate size or hampered by shortage of officers 
and trained crews. 

“Ready or unready, the Navy is called upon to fight. 
Let us see to the conditions under which our Navy may 
be called upon, that there is no inferiority of fighting 





units either in class or in number to the forces of any 
possible enemy, no shortage of officers, no shortage of 
trained crews. It is a national crime to ask for the 
performance of duty without supplying means by which 
that duty can be performed. If we are to survive we 
must bring our defenses up to date. Inadequate defense 
is national suicide. By unpreparedness we are powerless 
to assert our rights; we foredoom our Navy to disaster ; 
we give up the ship, our first line of defense; we invite 
the horrors of war to land on our shores. Our Navy has 
been the determining factor in every war. It has been 
truly said that the only peace we have ever enjoyed has 
been born upon a man-of-war. Our Navy, however small, 
always gives a good account of itself, and such a Navy 
deserves to be given a fighting chance if it is called 
upon to fight. 

“It is the primal duty of American women to work 
for adequate national defense—now, before it is too late. 
In case our country should be attacked women would 
be the major sufferers, for the men of our families 
would be needlessly sacrificed by inadequate preparedness 
and incompetency. Let American women awake to their 
responsibility. Let them by their influence rouse from 
supine indifference our citizens. Let them inspire every 
American citizen to ask, ‘What can I do for my country? 
instead of supinely complaining, ‘Why do not public 
officials do thus and so? Let women say to every 
American citizen: Don’t give up the ship by indifference, 
by penny wise parsimony, by visionary optimism, which 
will have a sudden and rude awakening some fine day. 
Nobody wants to go to war, but if our country ever has 
to go to war we want to be the combatant who will be 
able to send home the message: ‘We have met the enemy, 
America is first.’ ”’

William Cummings Story, Mrs. Arthur M. Dodge, Mrs. 
O. H. P. Belmont, Mrs. Mary 8S. Lockwood, Miss Mabel 
Boardman, John Temple Graves, Frederick Huidekoper, 
Miss Elizabeth Poe and Miss Natalie Summer Lincoln. 

A brilliant reception was given under the auspices of 
the Women’s Section of the Navy League in the Red 
Room of the Willard, in Washington, on the evening 
of the conference, at which hundreds of guests were 
present, representing official, residential and Army and 
Navy society of Washington, as well as many distin- 
guished guests from out of town. 

The guests were received by Mrs. Lindley M. Garrison, 
wife of the Secretary of War; Mrs. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, wife of the Assistant Secretary of the Navy, and 
Mrs. George Barnett, wife of the Major General Com- 
mandant of the U.S. Marine Corps. 





MILITARY ATHLETIC TOURNAMENT. 
Instructive and splendidly executed exhibitions in 


many details of military work were given this week in 
Madison Square Garden, New York city, under the 
auspices of the Military Athletic League of New York, 
before large and enthusiastic audiences. ‘There were 
Cavalry, Field Artillery and Infantry from the Regular 
Army, bluejackets and marines from the Navy, while 
each branch of the Service of the New York National 
Guard was represented, and also the Naval Militia. The 
officers of the league intrusted with the many details 
of management of the tournament were tireless in their 
work, which was most thoroughly and successfully per- 
formed, and there were no delays in the exhibitions.

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THE ATTACK ON AGUA PRIETA. 

The attack on Agua Prieta on Nov. 2 is described in 
the personal letter of a correspondent on the Mexican 
border, from which we are permitted to make the fol- 
lowing interesting extracts: 

“You have, no doubt, seen by the papers that we had 
a little battle down here. In some ways it was a re- 
markable battle, in that we were permitted to stand on 
the side lines and see the whole business. In that re- 
spect it was unique. Well, on Saturday, Oct. 30, the 
regiments of the 6th Brigade (11th, 18th and 22d U.S. 
Infantry) were ordered to construct trenches along the 
border, facing it, to make sure that neither Villa nor 
Calles would come over on our side while fighting each 
other. We had the trenches finished by Monday noon. 
As Villa was reported coming in from the east with 
from 10,000 to 15,000 men to attack Calles in Agua 
Prieta (with 7,000) we were ordered into the trenches 
at 5:30 on the morning of Monday, Nov. 1. The 11th 
fatentry was assigned that part of the line covering 
directly the city of Douglas. The 11th Infantry line 
covered about one and one-half miles, and their trenches 
were from fifteen yards to 150 yards from the boundary. 

“We watched Villa’s men approach all Sunday after- 
noon and Monday. About 1:30 p.m. Monday Villa’s 
forces had gotten close enough for Calles to open upon 
him with his big guns. Soon Villa was replying and 
advancing with his infantry and artillery, and soon the 
firing became general, but at considerable ranges, prob- 
ably 700 to 1,200 yards. This kept up all afternoon 
and into the night. Stray bullets kept coming over the 
line, and the 11th Infantry had two men hit and one 
horse hit. One man and the horse later died. About 
1:30 in the morning Villa launched his assault and 
hammered away furiously for an hour or two. The de- 
fense was too much for him, though, and he had to 
withdraw. He did not come very near succeeding. On 
our end of the line he did not get nearer than 500 yards, 
although in one place his men got up to the wire en- 
tanglements where several were killed. There was long 
range fighting all aay ‘T'uesday, and Tuesday night he 
withdrew. He is now supposed to be at Naco and other 
places south and west of here, from twenty-five to forty 
miles away. 

“You may guess there was some noise during that 
night attack. The large gun fire made lots of noise, but 
it was not so terrifying as the rifle and machine-gun fire. 
That sounded just like pouring shot from a great height 
on a tin roof. Of course, unless they turned their guns 
across the line, all we had to do was to keep down in 
our trenches so as not to stop any of their stray bullets. 

“Tt is a marvel to me that more persons were not hit. 
There were many, many houses in town struck by bul- 
lets. In one case where an officer’s family was living, a 
bullet came through the ceiling and dropped beside the 
bed. I was told that in one house five bullets were 
picked up. Yet, there were only nine casualties among 
the soldiers. I heard of only two citizens being hit. Of 
eourse, the people of Douglas were somewhat excited 
and many families left town, many going to Bisbee— 
twenty-five miles away—by automobile. 

“Have not learned just what were the losses on both 
sides, but was informed that Villa lost killed and 
wounded about 300, while Calles, in the town in the 
trenches, lost less than 100. We do not know just what 
Villa is going to do. General Funston is here waiting 
to find out.” 
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An informative little pamphlet has been prepared by 
Major Frank Thomas Woodbury, Med. Corps, surgeon 
at Camp Gaillard, in the Canal Zone, which conveys 
sanitary information such as is highly necessary in 
such a country or on any foreign service, and includes 
much homely advice that should prove helpful to the 
enlisted man in looking after himself. It is published 
as a memorandum for the information and guidance of 
all concerned by the order of Col. John S. Mallory, 29th 


Inf., at headquarters, Camp Gaillard, with the added 
note that if thoroughly understood and practiced the 
information it gives will be the means, not only of adding 
to a man’s efficiency as a soldier, but will be of infinite 
and lasting benefit to each man individually. 


THE PROGRESS OF THE WAR. 

Again the war threatens to progress much further. 
In Europe rumors allege the near advent of Roumania 
upon the battlefields, and it appears increasingly difficult 
for Greece to withstand the pressure being exerted from 
all sides. North Africa looms up ominously for the 
Italians, who have suffered considerable reverses in a 
region where to lose at all is to face the danger of losing 
all. Persia is convulsed, and British officials have been 
killed at several places. The Persian government officials 
have abandoned Teheran. In South Africa a call is 


issued to raise an army for a campaign against German 
East Africa. A rebel Turk in Syria is expected to help 
the Allies against his Germanized countrymen. 

In France the deadlock persists with less severe 
fighting and no notable changes. 

In Russia the Germans have lost a number of minor 
engagements between Dvinsk and Riga. They have lost 
ground notably west of Riga, as well as near Dvinsk. 
Southern Russia continues to see almost constant battles, 
and here the tide appears to have turned somewhat. 
German victories have improved the Teuton situation 
along the Styr and the Russians have made no further 
progress in Volhynia. 

On the Italian front much fighting wins very little 
for either side. 

Serbia is now the great battlefield, and it is doubtful 
whether the Franco-British help will be in time to save 
the Serbs, who after brave fighting are about at the end 
of their unaided resistance. Germans, Austrians and 
Bulgars are likely to push hard against the human wall 
which the French and British are trying to build across 
country north of Saloniki with a stormy winter sea at 
their backs. Italians are said to be coming with strong 
reinforcements, but while greatly needed they have not 
yet put in an appearance. 

The British War Council has been in Paris for a 
conference on co-operation. Lord Kitchener, who has 
been at one of the islands in the Aegean, is said to have 
gone on to Gallipoli. His mission remains a mystery. 


THE WESTERN THEATER OF WAR, 


Intermittent bombardments continue at a number of 
points on the Belgian line, notably at Roodepoort, St. 
Jacques Cappelle, Roeninghe, the Ferryman’s House, 
Lettenburg and Mercken. French artillery fire destroyed 
a German position at the steam mill near Boesinghe. 

Ypres is now the quietest point on the western battle 
line. Sir John French reports there have been no 
infantry activities. There continues to be a certain 
amount of mining, with occasional artillery bombard- 
ments, east of Ypres and south of La Bassée Canal. 

In Artois the town of Lens has been heavily attacked 
by French artillery for a fortnight. Nearly a hundred 
of the inhabitants have been killed or wounded. 

There has been an active bombardment on both sides 
in the sector of Loos and about the Calonne trench, 
which is a mile and a half northwest of Lievin. The 
Labyrinthe, where it will be remembered there was con- 
stant fighting in the early summer, has again been the 
scene of heavy fighting. By a sudden attack the Germans 
penetrated the French first line trenches near the road 
from Lille. They were driven out by an immediate 
counter-attack, and the French report counting 219 
enemy dead at this point. The German report claims 
that 300 yards of a French trench northwest of Ecurie 
was captured and joined to the German position. French 
counter-attacks here have failed. 

The railway station and several trains at Roye were 
bombarded by French artillery. In the region of Frise, 
west of Peronne, a German mine was exploded, but the 
French repulsed the enemy’s effort to occupy the crater. 
The French have concentrated the fire of their trench 
guns against enemy positions at Herbecourt, in the 
valley of the Somme, and at Autreches, on the north 
bank of the Aisne. South of the River Somme, near 
Faye, a series of French mines was exploded with 
destructive ar to galleries and counter-mines belong- 
ing to a German post in front of Beauvraignes. An 
enemy mine chamber was destroyed while being charged. 
North of the Aisne the German: positions on the plateau 
of Nouvron have been heavily bombarded. 

In Champagne there has been lively hand grenade 
fighting in the region of Chaulmes, as well as south of 
Somme-Py and in the vicinity of Butte de Souain. 

In the Argonne the French by exploding two mines 
damaged the enemy works on the Haute Chevouchée 
and at Hill 285. At Les Eparges another mine destroyed 
a German trench. The infantry immediately occupied 
the excavation and held it against strong counter-attacks. 
This is about eleven miles southeast of Verdun. A 
group of enemy mine throwers has been destroyed by 
the French batteries near Regnieville, in the Woevre. 
East of St. Mihiel, at Flirey, a French counter-mine 
was successfully exploded so as to block certain German 
galleries which were being pushed forward. This was 
succeeded by a violent artillery duel. 

In Alsace the French report an intense artillery bom- 
bardment of Ammertzwiller. 

A British aeroplane with its occupants was captured 
near Bapaume, and in addition to this loss London 
advices tell of two British aeroplanes shot down by the 
Germans and still another captured behind the German 
lines. 





THE EASTERN THEATER OF WAR. 


On the northern coast of Courland Russian destroyers 
have bombarded Petragge and the region to the south- 
west. At the northern extremity of the battle line the 
Germans have lost ground won recently close to the Gulf 
of Riga. They have been compelled to retreat from 
the forest district west and southwest of Shlok. Rus- 
sian attacks were again supported by fire from ships’ 
guns, and after eleven days’ fighting in the marsh 
region they recaptured Kemmern and Anting. Kemmern 
is several miles west of Shlok on the road to Tukkum. 
East of Tukkum the Germans will fall back upon good 
defensive positions in a hill country clear of the marshes 
which around the Babbit See were a great handicap to 
both artillery and infantry. 

German attacks near Borsemuende, southeast of Riga, 
failed to carry home, but in a small counter-attack by 
the Russians the Germans took 100 prisoners. In the 
initial stages of this battle ten German attacks were 
repulsed and their losses were very heavy. 

Seven miles south of Riga there have been repeated 
attacks at Dalen Island, in the Dwina River, where the 
Germans are repeating their efforts to approach the city 
from the south. This island, seven miles long and two 


miles broad, would make a valuable base for attacks 
on this front. 

There has been no recent fighting at either Friedrich- 
stadt or Jacobstadt. 

Dvinsk continues to resist all German efforts, and 
General von Hindenburg’s men are constantly defeated 
in a series of small battles west and southwest of the 
city. They also lost a small engagement near Illukst, 
northwest of Dvinsk, where the Russians penetrated the 
obstacles and won a position in the cemetery which is 
within the town. 

Near Smorgen a Russian attack broke down under a 
heavy German fire. 

There seems very little to report in the region of the 
Pripet marshes, where it is evident the Germans have 
no present intention to penetrate any further. 

Between Pinsk and Rovno desperate fighting continues 
about Czartorysk, which on some military maps is 
spelled Tchartorysk, and is thirty-five miles east of Kovel. 
In this sector at Podgacie General von Linsengen pene- 
trated the Russian lines and captured 1,515 men and 
four machine guns. The Russians have been entirely 
driven out from the west side of the Styr. 

In Volhynia the battle which the Austrians lost a 
week ago on the River Styr at Kostukhnovka proved to 
be a costly defeat. Supplementary reports tell of a total 
list of prisoners reaching 3,500, and in addition the 
Russians captured eleven machine guns. The scene of 
this fighting is north of the Kover-Sarny railroad, and 
in a later battle the Germans succeeded in cutting off a 
Russian detachmert, which lost seven officers, 200 men 
and eight machine guns. South of the railway Russian 
attacks failed, and they lost four officers and 230 men 
as prisoners. 

A Russian report for the past month says the Austro- 
German. prisoners taken number 674 officers and 49,200 
men, twenty-one guns, 118 machine guns, eighteen bomb 
throwers and three searchlights. This covered the period 
when the Germans in the rorth lost a number of small 
battles and the Austrians toward the south lost several 
heavy engagements. 


THE SOUTHERN THEATER OF WAR. 


In the upper Campelle Valley an Austrian attack was 
repulsed in San Giovanni Pass. Skirmishing continues 
about the Col di Lana, where the Italians are trying 
to extend their positions to the summit. In the Cordevole 
Valley Italian pressure is continued against Cortina, 
between Monte Sief and Monte Settsass. They have 
occupied the Pass of Demarco, in the Lagarina Valley. 
In Ledro Valley Austrian attacks lasting two days were 
repulsed. 

There has been hard fighting in the Adige Valley, 
where the Italians have been enlarging and strengthening 
their position on the steep hill which slopes from Zuzna- 
tora toward Rovereto. After a heavy bombardment 
from Austrian batteries on Monte Ghella an infantry 
assault was attempted, but failed. 

Twelve-inch Austrian shells have destroyed the villages 
of Locea and Bessecca, in Concei Valley. 

The attack or Gorizia continues, and despite very 
heavy losses in this sector the Italians constantly bring 
up fresh troops and renew the assaults. Recently, after 
heavy artillery preparation for several hours, the infantry 
opened a general attack on the whole front from Plava 
to the mountain Dei Sei Busi. In places the fighting 
progressed to the hand-to-hand stage, but nowhere suc- 
ceeded in breaking through the Austrian defense. While 
no figures are available, it is certain that the losses 
must have been severe. Fifty Austrian prisoners were 
taken near Osalavia. The bombardment of Gorizia has 
resulted in the killing of fifty-eight civilians and the 
wounding of fifty ; 300 buildings have been badly damaged. 

In the Plava sector the Italian infantry captured 
260 of the enemy in the Seagora region. Heavy Austrian 
shells have destroyed the towns of Mossa and Lucinico, 
on the Isonzo Plain. 

On the Carso the heavy rains have transformed many 
of the ravines into torrents. Nevertheless with fine 
tenacity the Italian infantry fight on and have made 
some progress southwest of San Martino del Carso, 
where they took thirty prisoners. Near Boschini a trench 
was captured and held against violent Austrian efforts 
to win it back. The Sardianian troops of the Sassari 
Brigade took an enemy trench called Del Razzi with 

278 prisoners, of whom eleven were officers. 

In the Monte San Michele sector a number of Austrian 
attacks were repulsed, and they left in Italian hands 
sixty prisoners and two machine guns. 

On the Doberdo Plateau north of San Michel an 
Italian offensive was successful in capturing part of the 
Austrian position, but all the ground gained here was 
subsequently retaken by the enemy. Other Italian 
attacks on this front were repulsed and the losses were 
severe. 

Three Austrian aeroplanes dropped bombs on the forti- 
fied city of Verona, killing thirty citizens and wounding 
fifty. It is reported that none of the military buildings 
were hit. In a similar attack on Brescia seven persons 
were killed and ten wounded. 

Italian airships bombarded Volano and Austrian head- 
quarters, as well as the railroad stations at Reifenberg, 
Syope, San Daniele and Dottoglino. Gorizia is frequently 
bombarded by Italian airmen. Alla and Belluno have 
been bombarded by Austrian airmen. 

In Libya, North Africa, the Arabs have driven Italian 
garrisons out of Dshefra, Hum Radan; Zallein, Urfele, 
Misrata, Turga and Tarhuna. ‘The Italians lost heavily 
in men, and the Arabs captured twenty cannon, three 
machine guns and a store of ammunition. A column 
which attempted to cover Tarhuna is retreating to 
Tripoli after serious losses. 


THE BALKAN THEATER OF WAR. 


Field Marshal von Mackensen’s army has continued 
its advance along the line west of Nish, although the 
progress has not been rapid. The difficulties of transport 
in this interior mountain region are very great, and in 
addition it may have appeared necessary to clear up the 
Montenegrin menace in the Novi Bazar region before 
marching further south with the right flank exposed. 
This task is being undertaken by an Austrian army 
marching south from Uzice (Ushitze) toward Nova 
Varosh, close along the eastern frontiers of Herzegovina 
and Montenegro. East of this column the Germans 
under General Koevess have been fighting their way 
southward in the region of Stolovi Planina. In Trstenua 
a thousand Serbians were captured. In a village south- 
west of Trstenik the Germans found a field hospital with 
a thousand wounded officers and’ men and one doctor. 
The army of General von Gallwitz had some fighting 
northeast of Brus, a little town twenty miles southwest 
of Krushevatz. 

Pinning on a map these various localities we see that 
the plan of campaign contemplates the simultaneous 
advance of several columns between Nish and the western 
frontier. If any one of the columns should be held up 
by a strongly defended position, the others passing on 
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either side would envelop the defenders and soon compel 
their retreat or surrender. 

The column of General von Gallwitz took 1,700 
prisoners and eleven guns in advancing to Ribaire and 
the Riborske-Banja line. The Bulgarians along the 
Morava Valley captured four quick firing howitzers, 
eight field guns with full ammunition cars, several 
machine guns with teams, nine new searchlights and S00 
prisoners. South of Bolovar, near the railway station 
at Grablenitz, they took ten engines and 400 railway 
wagons, of which fifty were loaded. As the Germans 
advanced into the Jastrebatz Mountains southeast of 
KKrusevac they captured 1,100 Serbs and one cannon. 

In the south both French and British have been fight 
ing Bulgarian armies, and the French are said to have 
taken Kasturino after a twe days’ battle. The British 
have more than held their own on the Valondovo-Rabrovo 
front, ten miles north of Doiran. The French have had 
to fight hard to protect their base at the bridgehead of 
KKrivolak, on the Vardar River. 

‘Twenty-five miles to the west of Krivolak is the Babuna 
Pass, where the Serbs made a great effort to stem the 
tide of invasion from the north until the Allies could 
come up in sufficient force from Saloniki to establish 
a line capable of bringing the Teutons to a halt. If 





this could have been accomplished it would have saved 
from the Germans the far southern corner of Serbia 
with several cities—Kuiushevo, Prilep, Ochrida and 


Monastir—a region somewhat comparable to the narrow 
strip of Belgium west of Nieuport which has continued 
to fly the eBlgium flag. However, after several days of 
hard fighting the Bulgarians have driven the Serbs from 
this mountain gateway, whence they are retreating 


toward the Albanian frontier. In addition they have 
reoccupied Tetovo and have just taken Prilep, only 
twenty miles north of Monastir, which is apparently 


about to fall. Krushevo, too, has fallen. 

Between Rabrove and Strumitza the French defeated 
the Bulgars and captured Hill 350, a position of some 
strength. West of the Vardar, between Veles and 
Monastir, they took several villages from the Bulgars. 
The Serbs had the better of a hard battle with the 
Bulgars at Katshanik, north of Uskub, where they have 
been striving to hold back a Bulgar force intended to 
cut off Serb communications through the territory re- 
maining in their hands between Uskub and the Albanian 
frontier. There is now little possibility of their making 
any effective resistance to the victorious columns of the 
Austrians, Germans and Bulgars all approaching this 





sector, and the fall of Prilep, Krushevo and Tetovo 
appears to seal the fate of the region. 
NAVAL NOTES OF THE WAR. 
Austrian and German submarines are still active in 


sinking merchant ships of the Allies in the Mediterranean, 
and since our last issue three British steamers and two 
Italian have been sent to the bottom. 

The British Embassy on Nov. 12 reported to the State 
Department the receipt of a cable despatch from the 


sritish authorities in Mexico stating that when the 
steamship Zealandia was searched by British naval 


officers off the Mexican coast she was well outside the 


three mile limit of Mexican territorial waters. The 
Zealandia was manned by Germans, it is said, and what 
she was doing in the Gulf ef Mexico when she was 


supposed to be en route to Sweden is at present held to 
be something of a mystery. 

The British Admiralty on Noy. 13 confirmed the 
Turkish statement that the famous British submarine 
-20 was sunk in the Dardanelles by the Turks on Nov. 
D>, 1915. Nine of her crew are prisoners. Submarine 
-20 was on detached service in the Sea of Marmora. 
The submarine was of the most modern type. She was 
of S00 tons displacement and was armed with eight 
torpedo tubes and two quick firing guns. No particulars 
have been given as to how the- submarine was sunk. 
The Turkish report merely states that she was sunk. “by 
new measures of protection” taken by the Turkish fleet. 

The British armed boarding steamer Tara, Capt. 
Rupert Gwatkin Williams, it is officially announced, 
was attacked on Nov. 5 by two enemy submarines in 
the Eastern Mediterranean and sunk. Thirty-four of the 
crew are reported missing. The Tara, prior to receiving 
s commission in the British navy, was in the service 
of the British India Steam Navigation Company Limited, 
of Glasgow. She was of 6,322 tons gross and was built 
in 1902. She was 446 feet long, 53 feet beam, and was 
2 feet deep.

The British hospital ship Anglia, with some 300

Great Britain has requested the Spanish government 
to keep a strict watch along its coast line, especially 
that of Morocco, to prevent violations of neutrality by 
German agents who are believed to be supplying sub- 
marines with fuel and food at night, according to the 
Madrid correspondent of the Paris Journal. 

Mhe Londen Daily Express arrives at the conclusion 
that fourteen superdreadnoughts have been added to the 
British navy since the outbreak of the war. All of these

rhe operations in the Dardanelles were the subject 


of a great discussion in the British Parliament, and Mr. 
Winston Churchill made a lengthy statement regarding 
them. Mr. Churchill in brief stated that he would not 
have it said that the operations were a civilian plan 
foisted by a_ political amateur vpon reluctant officers 
and experts. He said they had been undertaken only 
after consultation with the military and naval experts 
of all concerned. He stated that the British army had 
stood all summer within a few miles of a decisive victory, 
and emphasized that on no other front could an equal 
advance have produced comparably strategic results. 
It would have settled the fate of the Turkish army on 
the promontory, might have determined the attitude of 
the Balkans, cut off Germany from the east and saved 
Serbia. Throughout the year he had urged the govern- 
ment to do all it could in the west, but in any case to 
take Constantinople while time remained. “The situa- 
tion is now entirely changed,” he said, “and if there 
has been any operation in the history of the world that, 
having been taken, it was worth while to earry through 
with the utmost vigor, fury and sustained flow of rein- 
forcements and utter disregard of life it is that operation 
so daringly begun under Ian Hamilton by the immortal 
landing in the Dardanelles. If we had known what we 
now know of the cost of the military operations I cannot 
think that anyone would have hesitated to face the loss 
of prestige involved in breaking off the operations.” 





NAVY COURTS-MARTIAL. 


The Navy Department on Nov. 17 gave out the out- 
come of the trials by G-C.M. of Chief Mach. Thomas 
O'Donnell, U.S.N.; Lieut. (J.G.) K. L. Hill, U.S.N., 
and Lieut. Edson C. Oak, U.S.N., tried at the navy 
vard, Mare Island, Cal., charged with culpable negli- 


gence and inefficiency in the performance of duty which 
resulted in the explosion of five boilers of the U.S.S. San 
Ihnego while on a full power run in the Gulf of Cali- 
fornia on Jan. 21, 1915. 


The junior commissioned officer, Lieut. K. L. Hill, was 
sentenced to a loss of forty numbers on a revision of the 
findings of the court. The original findings of the court 
had acquitted Lieutenant Hill and his senior officer, 
Lieut. Edson C. Oak, senior engineer officer of the San 
Diego, as well as the warrant officer, Chief Mach. Thom- 
as O'Donnell. The court refused to alter its verdict in 
the case of Lieutenant Oak when the case was sub- 
mitted by the Department for revision. 

The acquittal of Lieutenant Oak, in which 
persisted, brought severe comment from the 
partment. Mr. Daniels in reviewing the 
said, in part:

acquitted Oak of neglect, and in rev vision, 
after a full explanation of the responsibilities of a senior 
engineer officer, and the law applicable thereto, adhered 
to its acquittal. The Department is unable to discover 
what motives induced the court to enter this finding, as 
it is entirely in conflict with the evidence adduced, and 
furthermore absolves a senior engineer officer on a speed 
run from any responsibility for taking prompt and nec- 
essary measures in an emergency 

“By reason of his official position, Oak was clearly 
chargeable with knowledge of recognizing an emergency, 
and his failure to take the initiative in this case can 
only be due either to a failure to appreciate the respon- 
sibilities imposed by the regulations upon a senior engi- 
neer officer or to hope that no serious damage would re- 


sult before the end of the trial. 3y its acquittal the 
court held in effect either that it was not incumbent 
upon him to take the initiative and keep himself in- 


formed of conditions which he knew at least twenty-five 
minutes before the explosion were abnormal or that he 
was justified in gambling with human life and Govern- 
ment property under his charge.” 

The court which acquitted Lieutenant Oak was com- 
posed of the following officers: Capt. John M. Ellicott, 


U.S.N., retired: Lieut. Comdr. Lloyd S. Shapley, Lieut. 
Comdr. Z. FE. Briggs, U.S.N.: Major J. F. McGill, U.S. 


M.C., and Lieut. Leo Sahm, U.S.N. “I am unable,” said 
the Secretary, “to state how any member voted, in view 
of the oath required by law which prohibits each mem- 
ber from divulging his vote unless required to do so by 
due process of law. I cannot, however, believe that the 


acquittal of Lieutenant Oak represents the opinion of 
more than a bare majority of the members. In the ab- 
sence of positive proof to the contrary, I am unwilling to 
believe that the ideals of duty and responsibility of all 
the members of the court are so low as to exonerate 
Lieutenant Oak of neglect of duty.”

and the supplying of portable equipment and certain 
portions of the material of the structure by the Govern- 
ment. For all bids the addition of the cost of what the 
contractors propose to omit from their contract, but 
which must be provided for the completed ship, would 
apparently cause an expenditure beyond the limit of 
$7,800,000 for hull and machinery, fixed in the act of 
Congress authorizing these vessels. The letters from 
the bidders, submitted with their bids, ascribed the high 
prices named by them to recent increases in the cost of 
Jabor and material. 

The Mississippi and Idaho, for which contracts were 
awarded just a year ago, were vessels of the same dimen- 
sions and displacement, though differing in details. 
Their contract cost is $7,115,000 and $7,250,000, respec- 
tively.

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


PREPARATIONS FOR THE FOOTBALL GAME. 
Annapolis, Md., Nov. 18, 1915. 

Formal announcement has been made that the midshipmen 
will be permitted to remain over in New York the night of 
Nov. 27, the date of the annual football game with the Army. 
This is a privilege never before granted to the midshipmen 
body. 

Although arrangements have been made with four hotels to 
accommodate the midshipmen, they will have complete liberty 
after the game, being required only to report on Sunday morn- 
ing. The 3d and 4th Battalions will form at the Pennsyly ania 
station in New York city at 9:20 a.m. on that day and entrain 
for Annapolis. The lst and 2d Battalions will be at the 
B. and O. R.R. ferry, foot of West Thirty-fourth sfreet, at 
9:20 a.m., to take ferry to Jersey City, where they will mus- 
ter and entrain for Annapolis. 

This is announced in a regimental order issued by Capt. 
E. W. Eberle, the Superintendent, dated Nov. 12. While on 
liberty midshipmen will wear uniform, and Naval Academy 
regulations will be in full force, except that midshipmen, 
officers and petty officers may smoke anywhere but at the 
Polo Grounds and in the street. 

The football squad, under Lieut. C. E. Smith, will leave 
Annapolis Thursday morning, Nov. 25, and will stop at the 
Vanderbilt Hotel. The regiment of midshipmen will leave 
Annapolis Saturday morning, traveling in equal parties by the 
Pennsylvania and Baltimore and Ohio Railroads, the start being 
at six. From Jersey City to West 156th street the midship- 
men will travel in special ferryboats, upon which luncheon 
will be served. Upon entering the Polo Grounds the command 
of the regiment ef midshipmen will be turned over to the 
senior midshipman officer. 

The parties will be commanded by Lieuts. M. K. Metcalf 
and R. T. Ghormley, and will, have as medical officers P.A. 
Surgs. R. Hayden and A. B. Davidson. The battalions will 
stop at the following New York hotels: First, Park Avenue; 
2d, Martinique; 3d, Imperial; 4th, McAlpin. The Academy 
band also will stop at the Imperial. 

‘‘We want Downes!’’ ‘‘We want Metcalf!’’ ‘‘We want 
Halsey!’’ ‘‘We want Ghormley!’’ are the cries that every 
evening during the last meal of the day arise in the mess hall 
of Bancroft Hall from the regiment of midshipmen as these 
assistants in the Executive Department of the Naval Academy, 
in alternation, take their turns as officers-in-charge. These 
calls mean that the regiment desires a speech on football with 
the text on each occasion—‘‘The Navy in the Army-Navy 
game.’’ The officers are not unwilling to gratify the enthusi- 
astic backers of the team, and the responsive midshipmen an- 
swer back with yells and the Navy songs. 

The Navy would have been content to surrender every other 
game on this season’s schedule if they could only capture the 
crucia} combat of 1915, which will give the winners the lead 
in the series of twenty games that will have been played when 
time is called on the match of Nov. 27. The record is as fol- 
lows: 1904, Navy, 0; Army, 11. 1905, Navy, 6; Army, 6. 
1906, Navy, 10; Army, 0. 1907, Navy 6, Army, 0. 1908, 
Navy, 4; Army, 6. In 1909 there was no game on account of 
the death of Cadet Byrne, one of the West Point footbtll play- 
ers. 1910, Navy, 3; Army, 0. 1911, Navy, 3; Army, 0. 1912, 
Navy, 6; Army, 0. 1913, Navy, 9; Army, 22. 1914. Navy, 0; 
Army, 20. The Navy has won nine games and the Army nine, 
and one was a tie.

The unusual event of a review by the presidents of the Irish 
County Associations in the city of New York of the 69th In- 
fantry, N.G.N.Y., under Col. Louis D. Conley, in the armory 
on the night of Nov. 13 drew one of the largest audiences ever 
in the building. There were twenty-eight officials in the re- 
viewing party, and these represented twenty-eight out of the 
thirty-two counties in Ireland. Each official was escorted by 
an Officer of the 69th representing the same county as the 
escorted guest. 

The regiment did itself proud, and the presidents of the 
associations witnessed the display of this representative Irish 
regiment with feelings of manifest pride, as well they might.

PENNSYLVANIA. 
The 8d Infantry, Penn, N.G., Col. C. T. Cresswell, has re- 
ceived praise in a number of particulars in conneetion with 





its camp duties last summer, in the report of Lieut. Francis 
H. Farnum, U.S.A., detailed to report to the War Depart- 
ment on the work of the regiment. The Lieutenant also 
points out a number of shortcomings noticed, in order that 
these may be corrected in the future. The following are ex- 
tracts from the report: Company closed and extended order 
and battalion closed order was fair and the progress made in 
each was reported as excellent. The combat by company and 
battalion was rated as excellent and that by the regiment as 
good. Most of the companies and the battalions could be 
classed as good at the end of the camping period. Only one 
maneuver was attempted, which was well carried out. The 
security and information was very good. An excellent ex- 
ample of transmitting a message was given in an outpost 
problem. Ceremonies were very good with the exception of 
guard mounting, in which the progress was only fair. 

Military courtesy was fair. Attendance and assembling at 
drill was excellent, the companies being required to fall in at 
‘‘first call’’ and moved out promptly at ‘‘assembly.’’ 

‘*The officers,’’ says the report, ‘‘worked very hard dur- 
ing camp, a continuance of which would readily fit the com- 
mand for active service in four months’ time. The weakest 
feature of the work was the discipline among enlisted men 
and lack of non-commissioned officers. The most encouraging 
thing was the manner in which the officers took advantage 
of opportunities of ‘lessons learned at the camps of instruc- 
tion and applied their knowledge with keen intelligence. 
They understood camping and camp sanitation, closed and 
extended order, fire discipline, direction and control, security 
and information, and could apply the same readily if given 
the opportunity.’’ Company A, with an average attendance 
of three officers and fifty-two men on maneuvers, heads the 
regiment. 

Referring to the recent retirement of Major Gen. Charles B. 
Dougherty from command of the Guard, Adjutant Gen. T. J. 
Stewart in G.O. 34 says: ‘‘The Commander-in-Chief ex- 
presses his appreciation of the valuable, faithful and distin- 
guished service rendered to both the nation and the state by 
Major General Dougherty. His soldierly example, attention 
to duty, and devotion to the Service, has been of great benefit 
to the military institution of the state, and has earned for 
him the love and affection of his comrades, and the esteem 
and confidence of the people of the Commonwealth, all of 
which he so fully merits.’’ 

In order to secure a uniformity of instruction, Adjutant 
General Stewart has published a schedule of instruction for 
weekly drills, for companies of infantry throughout the 
Guard, Each drill night is divided into eight instruction 
periods of fifteen minutes each, aggregating two hours, Com- 
manding officers of companies can vary the instruction as con- 
ditions and circumstances seem to require, but Adjutant Gen- 
eral Stewart desires that the schedule be adhered to as 
closely as possible, in order that the drills may be uniform, 

The schedule is planned for twenty-eight drill nights, and 
fifty-six hours in all are accounted for. Ten hours or forty 
periods in all, with fifteen minutes te each period, are given 
to close order and the Manual of Arms. Bayonet exercise 
and combat come second in importance, with twenty-four 
periods, taking up six hours, while extended order and fir- 
ings, and personal hygiene, first aid, care of feet, and camp 
sanitation, each come third, with sixteen periods of fifteen 
minutes each allotted to them, making four hours given each 
one of these subjects. Gallery practice, duties of the N.C.O 
and privates in interior guard duty, and mechanism nomencla- 
ture and care of rifle and equipment and other features are 
embraced in the order.

W. M. M.—Regarding your right to a good conduct medal, 
apply through your commanding officer. 

FORT MONROE.—Regarding appointments of electrician 
sergeants in Quartermaster Corps and examinations of March 
next, apply to the Q.M. Genéral. 

W. F. E.—A man fifty-four years of age, and out of the 
Service since 1902, is too old to re-enlist. 

D. P. G. asks. On Nov. 15, 1914, I enlisted in Battery B, 
5th Field Artillery; on March 13, 1915, discharged on account 
of deficiency in the English language; last July 13 re-enlisted 
in Troop B, 5th Cavalry. When I served eight months in said 
Cavalry may I be discharged by purchase, having then com- 
pleted one year of service with the four months in Field Ar- 
tillery? Answer: The order says after one year’s service, 
which need not be continuous. 

T. A. D.—Enlisted men, retired, with Civil War service, do 
not receive advanced rank or other special consideration. Bills 
have been introduced in Congress several times, but so far 
unsuccessfully, to give this advanced rank. 

H. B—As to when you are likely to be appointed as a 
result of your having passed a successful examination for the 
grade of sergeant, Hospital Corps, June 14, 1915, apply to 
Surgeon General. 

Z. D.—We believe that you will be too old to take ex- 
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amination for commission in Philippine Scouts on Nov. 1, 
1916, 

W. R.—A _ board has been ordered to meet from time to 
time in Washington, D.C., for the purpose of considering the 
question of the enlargeme: nt of the capacity of the U.S. Mili- 
tary Academy. The report of this board will no doubt later 
take the form of a Department recommendation to Congress. 

S. M. R.—A man who furloughs to the Reserve after three 
years’ service cannot re-enlist until he has completed his four 
years on Reserve. 

L. R. K.—The Spanish War badge for Cuban service was 
earned between May 11, 1898, and July 18, 18938. See answer 
to R. J. W. 

R. J. W.—Soldiers who served with the Army of Cuban 
Pacification between Oct. 6, 1906, and April 1, 1909, are 
entitled to a campaign badge. Men who served in the Philip- 
pines subsequent to the campaigns specified in G.O. 129, 1903, 
are entitled to a badge for participation in battles in which 
there was loss of life on either side, provided a Philippine 
campaign badge has not been awarded for previous service. 
The Cuban Occupation badge was earned between July 18, 
1898, and May 20, 1902 

A. T. asks: A man deserts and fraudulently enlists under 
an assumed name. He is tried and convicted of desertion and 
fraudulent enlistment; after serving part of his sentence he 
is restored to duty on the fraudulent enlistment and under 
the assumed name. Is he entitled to a discharge from the first 
enlistment! How can he get his right name back? Answer 
It would seem that he should have been held to service under 
the name given in original enlistment, and that he should be 
making good the time lost while in desertion and his discharge 
should be from the original enlistment. Let him apply through 
the channel to have his right name restored. 

D. A. S.—Buttons are not furnished by the War Depart- 
ment to identify honorably discharged soldiers. 

L. E. S.—There are enough eligibles remaining from the 
examination of Nov. 1, 1914, to fill all prospective vacancies 
in the Philippine Scouts the coming year. There will be no 
examination until Nov. 1, 1916. The subjects are: English 
grammar, arithmetic, geography, U.S. history, Army Regula- 
tions, Infantry Drill Regulations, and ‘‘probable efficiency and 
aptitude,’’ in determining which credit will be given for 
knowledge of the Spanish language or any of the dialects 
spoken in the Philippines. See G.O. 195, 1908 (amended by 
G.O, 217, 1909). 

J. B—The Naval Militia’s relation to the Navy is about 
the same as the relation of the National Guard to the Army. 
Naval Militia is under individua! state control, with vessels 
loaned by the U.S. Navy. 

ANXIOUS.—Apply to The Adjutant General for disability 
discharge, and if so discharged, to the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions, regarding pension. The Government does not commute 
pensions for disability and then permit you to remain in the 
Army. 

J. K.—Regarding transfer to the Aviation Section, apply 
through the channel. The rates of pay are those of the Signal 
Corps, plus fifty per cent., when engaged in actual flying, or 
while holding rating of aviation mechanician. A _ sergeant 
chauffeur, Q.M. Corps, receives same pay and allowances as a 
sergeant, Signal Corps. 

K. J. F.—Regarding opportunities for bakers in Q.M. Corps, 
apply through the channel. 

M. G.—As you will be furloughed to the Reserve and will 
not receive your full discharge until the end of the seven-year 
enlistment, you might save time in the completion of your 
citizenship papers by applying for advice to the court where 
you took out your first papers. 

H.—A proper reading of G.O. 26, War D., 1915, which pre- 
scribes the re quirements in case of "applicants for appointment 
as second lieutenants in the Army, does not indicate that a 
candidate for the Coast Artillery who is a college graduate 
vould be required to be examined in all the subjects in 
groups II. and III., Par. 23, seventeen subjects in all, while 
a candidate for the mobile Army would be required to be 
examined in the subjects in group II. and but one in group 
III., Par. 21, or only seven subjects in all. You seem to have 
overlooked paragraph 5 on page 2 of the order, where ex- 
emptions are given as applicable alike to Par. 21 (mobile 
Army) and Par. 23 (C.A.C.). 

Cc. S. G.—Works on the campaigns of Napoleon are legion. 
Your public library no doubt has many of them. The text- 
book on strategy used at the Military Academy is ‘‘Elements 
of Strategy,’’ by Fiebeger. For other text-books and books

A. C. M.—If discharged for convenience of Government after 
four months’ service in an enlistment and immediately re- 
enlisted, you do not enter a new period, since you have served 
less than half the old period. See pay law of 1908, Do you 
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not see that the advantage is not all on the side of the Gov- 
ernment, when you are being discharged for convenience, in 
order that you may attend a course of instruction in a high 
grade service school? 

W. L. M. asks: In regard to the seven-year bill, after three 
years’ service with the colors, if you continue to serve with the 
colors, do you get a raise of pay, or not until your four years 
are up and you re-enlist? Answer: Four years now constitute 
a period for determination of pay. 

A. J. G. asks: (1) Does the Army discharge a man with 
out the regular purchase price if he gets a _ civil service 
appointment? (2) Can one not born in this country take out 
full citizen papers while in the Army upon presenting his first 
(enlistment) discharge?! Answer: (1) Would probably be dis- 


charged “for convenience.” (2) If he has established a resi- 
dence, that is, made declaration to an officer of a U.S. court, 
that such a place is his home at least a year before he is dis 
charged, he may obtain full citizenship upon presentation of 
his discharge papers; otherwise he must wait If you have 
not already done so, see a U.S. court officer at once, and he 


will advise you what to do.

W. E. D.—In the Naval Appropriation Act of March 4, 1913, 
appears the following paragraph: “Hereafter the service of a 
midshipman at the U.S. Naval Academy or that of a cadet 
at the U.S. Military Academy who may hereafter be appointed 
to the U.S.N.A. or the U.S.M.A. shall not be counted in com 
puting for any purpose the length of service of any officer in 
the Navy or in the Marine Corps.’

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WHERE THE RIGO GRANDE RUNS TO THE SEA. 
Fort Brown, Texas, Nov. 11, 1915. 

Prior to 1911-12 Fort Brown was practically abandoned as 
far as military occupation by troops was concerned. To-day 
its complete resurrection is plainly evident. Point Isabel is 
only twenty-five miles distant, on the Gulf of Mexico. Two 
railroad trains leave daily from Brownsville for Point Isabel 
and the same number return. The strategic situation and 
health conditions of Fort Brown are excellent. The reserva- 
tion comprises 350 acres and adjoins the city of Brownsville. 
Col. Augustus P. Blocksom, 3d Cav., commanding the Browns- 
ville Cavalry Patrol District, has his headquarters here. Lieut. 
Troup Miller, 3d Cav., is the popular adjutant of Colonel 
Blocksom’s district and of the post and squadron. Col. 
Everard E. Hatch, 4th Inf., and Lieut. Col. John P. Finley, 
4th Inf., occupy offices adjoining those of Colonel Blocksom. 

An Oriental atmosphere is apparent at Fort Brown, remind- 
ing one of Cavite and Manila. Two sides of the staff section 
are bounded by the Rio Grande, which at this point is a wide, 
swiftly flowing river, almost as muddy as the Mississippi. 
4 few hundred feet below, where the river turns almost at 
right angles, it divides, forming almost an island, but leaving 
a good roadway to mainland. On this ‘‘island’’ the 1st Bat- 
talion of the 4th Infantry is stationed, under command of 
Capt. John F. Preston. 

There is a scarcity of ladies at Fort Brown on account of 
border troubles and bandits. A few brave souls have ven- 
tured, nevertheless. Mrs. Augustus P. Blocksom has estab- 
lished a home just outside the reservation, which serves as a 
delightful rendezvous for social matters. The civilians of 
Brownsville, as a welcome to the reoccupation of Fort Brown, 
had erected on the parade ground an attractive band stand 
for the use of the military bands—a present to the post. 

Capt. William Kelly, jr., 8th Cav., who returned in Sep- 
tember from a tour in the Philippines, is enjoying a two 
months’ leave at his native town of Brownsville, and has been 
visiting his father and sisters here. On Monday Captain 
Kelly left to join Mrs. and Miss Kelly at Newburg, N-Y., 
before returning to station at Fort Bliss. In following the 
officers’ line, right along the Rio Grande follows, too, being 
just back of the quarters, but visible between the sets of 
houses. Officers of the 4th Infantry have had floors and box- 
ing put to their tent quarters, announcing their respective 
‘*mansions’’ by a board nailed across a short post bearing 
the name of the owner and resident of the respective khaki 
tents. Many of these ‘*Texas homes’’ are most attractive, 
having an additional tent stretched for a gallery, and fur 
nished with a few chairs and maybe a ‘‘homemade’’ table of 
rough lumber An immense tent holding chairs, a good-sized 
canvass, books, writing tables and a piano is the recreation 
hall of Fort Brown.

Colonel Blocksom’s command comprises all the territory 
along and adjacent to the international boundary, from Ar- 
roya del Tigre to the Gulf of Mexico, inclusive. The Browns- 
ville Cavalry Patrol District (the B.C.P.D.) is divided into 
five subdistricts: 1st Subdistrict of Brownsville, commanded 
by Major John D, L. Hartman, 3d Oav., embraces from the 





Gulf of Mexico to Carmen Ranch; 2d Subdistrict of Harlingen, 
Col. Joseph A. Gaston, 6th Cav., commanding, reaching from 
Carmen Ranch to Progreso; 3d Subdistrict of B.C.P.D. is 
looked after by Major Edward Anderson, 12th Cav; headquar- 
ters at Mercedes: limits from Progreso to San Juan Hacienda; 
4th Subdistrict, B.C.P.D., Capt. Frank R. McCoy, 3d Cav., 
station, Mission, from San Juan Hacienda to La Grulla; Major 
Jesse Mel.
